Lorpon, Sept. 27.—Even the staunch Tory 
papers have taken the cué to-day and an- 
mounce that the Government will have to deal 
with the grave distress in the West of Ireland 
the coming winter. The prospects have not 
improved since I cabled the Post-DIsPaTtor 
from Dublin three weeks ago. In some dis- 
tricts they grow biackerand more distressing. 
In counties where it was expected that the 
petato crop would beat least half an aver- 
age yield the digging last week has 
revealed nothing but rotten tubers. 
One million of human beings, of the same 
blood and face as millions on the American 
side of the Atlantic, are in imminent peril of 
starvation. fuch ie the plain fact, irrespect- 
ive of any Dolitical question, as to the thréat- 
ened famine in Ireland. Your correspondent 
has made special inquiry and investigation, 
in order to get at the truth, without the shell 
of prejudice and controversy which obscures 
everything reiating to Ireland, and the above 
is, in brief, his Condigsion, 

THE ONLY QUESTION. 

The time has gone by for advice and sug- 
gestion. Itisnow oaly e question of rescue. 
And yet one might travel Many miles in more 
prosperous parts of Ireland qwithuut seeing 
any signs of the misery and want that prevail 
in the more remote, but altogether too 
thickly inhabited sections. At least half of 
the people of Ireland are occupiers of smaili 
agricultural holdings. Along the bleak 
western shore, the Atiantic gales after 
gathering three thousand miles ot uninter- 
rupted sweep across the ocean, fall 
with irresistible force, chilling the 
soil with excessive rains and preventing the 
sun’s warmth from reaching the struggling 
vegetation. The potato is the only crop pos- 
sible. Stock raising is outof the question. 
There is no outside labor to bring in money,and 
when the potato fails the cotter goes hungry. 
In these western districts the potato is a com- 
plete and utter failure. The pizeh of want is 
aiready felt. With cold weather it will be- 
come more and more acute, and of 
Ireland’s 5,000,000 of people. at least a 
fifth will see a Christmas without rejoic- 
ing, and without even the coarse 
fare on which they have often been compelled 
to subsist many times sinte the great famine, 
and the sad spéectacie of graveyards covered 
with gaunt forms shivering is the picture to be 
Tepéated. It is not too 8008 to be taking 
measures for relief. The district chiefly 
affected extends from Donegal, rotnd’ by 
Mayo, Connemara, Olare, and to the south- 
east extremity of Cork, and in the Doggy and 
mountainots regions of many other counties. 
No such potato Diight has appeared in South 
Wexford since the great famine of 1847. In 
many portions of Wexford, Kilkenny and Car- 
low the potato crop is a total faliure. 

THE AMERICAN MISSION, 

The government has succeeded in embar- 
rassing Irish plans foran American mission by 
that method of conducting the Tipperary 
persecutions. Itis hardly likely now that 
Dillion and O’Brien will be able to go, at any 
rate not on the date originally planned. Ata

the bench. The Nationalists, who were 
in the secret, were on the alert 
to see what the effect of the bombshell would 
be. The Magistrates, who had received no 
intimation of the defendants’ purpose, were 
taken completely by surpgise. As soon as 
they understood the nature ofthe document, 
they peremptorily declined to receive it. 

DENOUNCED AS A LIBBL. 

Instantly Mr. Ronan, counsel for the Crown, 
wason his feet denouncing the action of the 
defendants. It was difficult, he deciared, to 
find language strong enough fittingly to char- 
acterize it. The document they had sought to 
present tothe magistrates was an infamous 
libel en Mr. Shannon. 

Mr. Shannon himself pronounced the afii- 
davitan ‘‘attempt to make a scandal! of jus- 
tice.’’ This expression was greeted by the 
defandants with roars of hilarious laughter, 
which was not easily checked despite the 
rebuke of the begch.

TO BE TRIED ‘FOR TREASON, 


The Count of Paris Charged With Conspir- 
, acy—About Beulanger. 


ARIS, Sept. 27.—The 
Comte De Paris is in 
serious danger of 
having his property 
in France confis- 
cated on account of 
the Boulangist reve- 
&\ lations. The Count 
has hitherto been 
looked upon as a 
dignified pretender 
who woulé not steop 
to conspiracy, and 
been respected by 
those who hated his 
| pretensions. Now, however, he appears as 
the mover in a dastardly scheme for the 
overthrow of the republic. The Government 
bas concluded to institute an official investi- 
gation, with a view to getting at all the facts, 
and of prosecuting those who have been 
criminally concerned. The prospects, there- 
fore, are that the pretender and the Duchess 
@’Uzes, who appears to have acted as a fem- 
inine go-between for the Royalists and Bou- 
langer, will find themselves defendants on 
very serious charges. According to French 
law the absence of the Count will not affect 
his trial or sentence, French tribunals, as- 
suming to try and sentence people who may 
be in China or America, for treason in plotting 
againet the republic is acapitalctime, and 
the Boulanger exposures exhibit treason in 
the most contemptible form. Just now Paris 
is interested in the question whether the rich 
and far from unattractive Duchess was really 
in love with Boulanger. There seems to be 
no doubt that she was, and that her attach- 
ment for the counterfeit Caesar had something 
to do with her readiness tosupply him with 
money. Boulanger is known to bein a very 
bad way financially, but as the Duchess has 
évidently got over her weakness, he must 
look for relief in some other quarter. 

Boulanger says that he concerted With Roy- 
alists to obtain money for the promotion of 
his cause. He found that they believed bis 
success would benefit theirs, and he suffered 
them to believe so. He denies that he in- 
tends to become a Socialist. He declares that 
he has ever been and will always remain a 
republican, but he isan enemy to the present 
regime im France, as he is a foe to monarcny 
inany form, This menifesto is just out and 
has not had time to reesive the comment of 
the press. It will have & hot welcome. 

Rebert Garrett does not intend to return to 
New York this winter, but will remain in 
Paris tilispring. He is stopping with his sis- 
ter in Rue Preebourg. She watehes over him 
likeachiid. Garrett goes to the races regu- 
larly and looks strong and hearty, although 
unable to stand the least excitement. He sees 
few friends foerfearof bringing a recurrence 
of his malady. Garrett is always foliowed 
about by some man of whose existence he is 
ignorant. This Man lives iathe same house 
with him, shadows him everywhere, exam- 
nes all the debts he contracts, a nd inquires 
into every expenditure Garrett makes when 
accompanied by his sister. Garrett’s brain 
has by no means recovered its equilibriam 
and never will. 

Baron Hirsch has caused excitement among 
certain members of aristocratic circles. He 
has bought over the heade of the sweil club 
of Paris their club house aud all the furniture 
at an exorbitant figure. The ieass 
has etill eighteen months to 
run, but it is the beast 
situation in Paris at the corner of Rue Royal 
and Place De La Coneorde.

Ah 
insurrection as formidable as that of twenty 
years ago would stand a much greater chance 
of success to- day than at that time.

OUT OF POLITICS. 


Lord Sackville’s Blanders—The Fate of Cab

ONDON, Sept. 27.— 
Lord Backvilie, since 
his reeali from Wash- 
ington, has frequently 
expressed to Lord 
Salisbury his desire 
for an appointment as 
ambassador to one of 
the courts of Europe. 
An attache of the 
British Foreign Office, 
referring to the subject to-day, said: ‘*The 
recent action of Lord Sackville at Stratford- 
on-Avon has rendered any such appointment 
out of the question. it is sow 
admitted that his Lordship com- 
mitted an error as great as that 
which lea to his recall from Washinaton and 
has proved how unfit he is for a position re- 
quiring tact, discretion and breadth of view. 
It is thought also that possibly his conduct at 
Stratford-on-Avon throws some light upon 
the reasons which led the late peer to make 
an extraordinary will and to bequeath the 
bulx of his property to ‘the Queen’s 
maids of honor. It is to be hoped 
that, having gone so far as (to 
claim from the Town Council rent for 
land occupied by the Shakspeare memorial ina 
the canter of the market place, he will not be 
so iH-advised as to prosecute the sult. The 
result would only tend to the abolition of the 
pernicious system of copyhold tenure which 
involves dual ownership of the least advana- 
tage2us character.’’ 
WHERE THE OLD HORSES GO. 

The London managers of several companies 
largely concerned in the manufacture of meat 
extract are doing their utmost to dispel the 
alarm naturally created by evidence recently 
given in a London police court. It was there 
stated that it was customary to export dis- 
abled cab horses tothe continent, chiefly to 
Holland,to be used there in the manufacture of 
meat extract. The managers claim that these 
assertions are altogether unfeunded. They 
affirm that it would pay such manufacturers 
much better to import the best prairie fed beef 
from South America and Australia, aad pub- 
lish figures showing that this beef can be 
bought ata much lowér rate than old horses. 
Nor is thiall They give not less explicit 
information with regard to the real fate of the 
broken-down cab horse. He is sent to the 
butcher. In Belgium there is nosuch prejudice 
against the consumption of horse flesh as there 
is in England, and the carcasses ofthe ani- 
mals which are sent there from {London 
readily fetch eix pence per pound, while the 
price of smoked horses is as high as two ¢bil- 
lings per pound. All this is vouched for by the 
British Vice Consul at Brussels, and a not 
less respectable authority confirms his as- 
surance that horses siaughtered ia Belgium 
are only used ‘‘to furnish horse butchers 
with meat for sale, or manufacture of bologns4 
sausages and other salted meats.’’ 

WHERE COLUMBUS LIVED. 

Owing to considerabie pressure having been 
put upon them, the municipality of Genoa 
have at last begun the work of restoring the 
house in which Christopher Columbus lived. 
It was rapidly falling into decay. Originally 
when Dominico Colombo, Christopher's 
father, inhabited the bouse in 1457, it was only 
two stories in height, but amother story was 
added in 1683. The house at Valladolid, 
where Columbus died in poverty in 1509, is 
also being restored. It was latterly used as a 
Stable, but the municipality of the town pur- 
chased it a few Gays ago and intend turning 
it into a muséum dedicated to the great ex- 
piorer. 

THE LANCASHIRE ELECTION.

The Greeting te Be Extended Kaiser Wil- 
helm at Vienna.

IENNA, Sept. 27.— 
Great preparations 
are being made in 
this city for the visit 
of the Emperor Will- 
lam and the King of 
Saxony the coming 
week. Four — tri- 
umphal arches, ar- 
tistigalliy designed,

Venetian masts, supporting festoons of ever- 
greens and flowers, are tO convert the -rail- 
way station into atriumphal way, by which 
the German Emperor will pass. The Prater 
Strasse, the broad and lengthy thoroughfare 
leading from the city tothe park, which the 
guests will have to pass through, will also be 
profusely adorned with flags and flowers, and 
the same will be the case on the 
exhibition grounds.

Then it takes him from eight, 
to ten minutes to call the names 
of these who do not answer the firstcall.

After 
this he Verifies the record by reading over the 
list of those voting im the affirmative and of 
those voting in the negative. This takes five 
minutes more. Then you may counttwo or 
three minutes more forthe delay caused by 
those members who come in after names have 
been called and who wish to be recorded. At 
ladt the clerk counts up and the Speaker an- 
nounces the résait. The whole has 
taken mever less than thirty min- 
utes, often much longer, for the 
clerk frequentiy has to call one 
man’s name three or four times before he can 
get big attention, and often the anéwers are 
so indistinctly given that the vote is recorded 
on the wrong side and has to be changed 
afterward. All this, of course, consumes 
time. But say it takes thirty minutes for 
each roll call, A8s Soon as It is done somebody 
moves to reconsider the vote and somebody 
moves to lay that motion on the table. On 
this proposition the roll is called again.

[Applauseon 
Republican side.] The future alone would 
vindicate or condemn this bill. The mere 
words of the gentlemen from Tennessee, or 
of other gentlemen, were only the words of 
the press of England, or of the other coun- 
tries. Was it any wonder that under the 
threat of the Mills bill in 1888 the National Re- 

ublican Convention had declared that the 
mocratic party served the interests 
of Europe and of the Democratic party, and 
surrendered the interests of the bited 
States? [Applause on the Republican side. } 
Gentiemen had said that this bill did not 
increase the demand for a single grain of 
wheat or ofa pound of corn. He would say 
to these gentiemen that when thie bill became 
a taw 580,000 men would be employed 
to provide the people of this country with 
tin plate, which would be consumed by the 
farmers of the West. Already they had began 
making tin plate in St. Louis. This bill if it 
became alaw would put upon the free ligt 
one-half of the products which the United 
States imported, tne like of which was never 
known in any tariff bill passed by the Con- 
gress of the United States. 

Under the Mills bill only 40 per cent of for- 
eign importations were placed upon the free 
list. 

At the conclusion of his speech, which was 
loudly ‘applauded, Mr. McKinley demanded 
the previocas question. The previous question 
was ordered—yeas, 15]; nays, 79. The con- 
ference report was then agreed to, yeas, 152; 
tne Speaker voting in the affirmative; 
nays, Sl. 

The only deviation from a strict party vote 
was On the part of Messrs. Coleman, Feather- 
stone and Keiley, who voted with the Demo- 
crate in the negative. 

Mr, McKinley then reported from the Oom- 
mittee on Ways and Means aresoiution pro- 
viding for final adjournment on Tuesday next 
and it was adopted without division, and the 
House at6:50p. m. adjouraed.

Investigating Postmaster Wheat. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—The House 
Committee on Accounts to-day began an in- 
vestigation into the charges preferred against 
Postmaster Wheat of the House in the resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Eniloe. The charges 


are in effect that Mr. Wheat required a con-

He then went to the 
Treasury Department and deposited the 
money and received a receipt forit. He had 
recelyed no more since from Mr. Culbertson 
under the agreement. 

Replying to Mr. Enloe, the Postmaster said 
that he had consulted the Clerk of the House, 
Representative Caswell, the Speaker and 
others about the matter. He was 
asked if bis son Walter had not 
gone to the contractor, Mr. Oulbertson, 
telling him there was likely to bean investi- 
gation and ng him to put the $750 In the 
hanas of a third party.

The Raum Investigatien. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 27.—The investi- 
gation of the charges against Commissioner of 
Pensions Raum, which was closed some time 
ago, was reopened to-day for the purpose of 
inquiring into the internal administration of 


the Pension Bureau,this branch of the investi- 
gation being caused by certain publications 
inthe New York 7ribune. M. G. Seckendorff, 
the chief correspondent of the Tribune in 
Wasbington, was called and testified to sena- 
ing the articles. Commissioner Raum said 
that he did not see what the articles had to do 
with the investigation ordered by the House. 

The chairman replied that it was charged 
that he had intimidated witnesses, and he 
thought it important to ascertein whether or 
not the charge was true. 

Mr. Raum agreed with the chair, and the 
examination proceeded. 

The witness testified that he believed the 
articles to be true, but declined to 
give the sources of his information. To do so 
would be a violation of confidence. 

The chairman replied that he thought it was 
unfair to refuse to give the sourcesof his in- 
formation while asserting itto be true.

Rules for Peysion Applications. 


Wa6HINGTON, D.'C., Sept. 27.—Secretary 
Noble to-day issued regulations in regard to 
applications for pensions under the new disa- 
bility law. The object is to assist claimants 


without attorneys in Propering their own 
cases, and the needed directions are set forth 
plainly and in detall. Copies of these reguia- 
tions will be furnished to those apply- 
ing. In this connection the Secretary has 
issued the following important order: ‘‘It is 
hereby ordered that under the ruies already 
in force and those this day approved for the 
purpose of securing prompt adjudication of 
claims under former acts of Congressand that 
of June 27, 1800. Such action  sbali 
be taken by all officers and em- 
ployes in the Pension Bureau as will 
prevent any undue preference of any 
claim in time of either hearing or adjustment, 
and any agent or attorney who sbail have, or 
attempt to have, any claim putupon the list 
or docket of or among the oompieted files that 
is obviously or clearly not complete or other- 
wise defeat the just operation, shalilbe dis- 
barred from practios‘in the department.’’ .- 


Indian Land Ciaima. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,8ept. 27.—The attorneys 
for the Cheyenne and Arrapahoe Indians in 
their claim forthe value of their lands, are 
feeling quite sanguine that they will reach an 
easier solution of the question than they first 


predicted. These gentiemen, Messrs. Craw- 
ford and Reynolds, are now en- 
deavoring to reach such a compromise 
with the territory claimants as will 
recompense their Indian clients fof the 8, 000, - 
000 acres of land which they gave up to the 
Government in Kansas. Underthis arrange- 
ment the Cheyenne and Arrapaboes would 
secure pay for 6,000,000 acres at the Govern- 
ment price,” This agreement, if reached, 
would be followed by the acceptance of the 
same in form if the Cherokee Commissioners 
report to Congress where it must be passed 
and ratified with other agreements of the 
Indians in the controversy.

Under the pretense of correcting al- 
leged election outrages in the South they 
have committed worse ones by setting 
aside the official returns, certificates and 
evidehos to unseat the people’s chosen 
representatives and seat men whom the 
people had rejected. A more flagrant 
abuse of party power to fasten plutocracy 
and its policy-upon an overtaxed and 
trust-ridden country was never witnessed 


j anywhere. 


And the result of all these high-handed 
proceedings has been a startling cata- 
logue of legislative and executive acts 
and omissions in the interest of the land- 
grabbing corporations, the bondholders, 
the money-lending and market-squeezing 
gold-bugs and their whole entourage of 
plunder-stuffed trusts and bloated mo- 
nopolies. 

If all this were as apparent to the 
masees on both sides as sooner or later it 
will be, there could be no doubt about 
the result of the November election. But 
the tendency and effect of these meas- 
ures will not begin to be felt by the peo- 
ple for along time to come, and in the 
meantime the Democratic Committees 
are doing nothing to instruct and arouse 
them from their party loyalty and blind 
faith in party leaders.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 27.—There is a 
great deal of gossip here just now over the 
political situation in Missourl.

There are in our English at the least three 
or four thousand words that are frequently 
mispronounced. Some. of these are the follow- 
ing:

He now 
lays for the County of Derby in England and 
n arecent match was a representative player 
against his countrymen. The majority are in 
favor of this latter rule, and asthe principal 
cricketers outsice of Philadelphia are foreign 
born, it is probable that, should the team be 
limited to native Americans, it will be made 
up altogether of Philadelphians and might 
just as well be called Gentlemen of Philadel- 
phia as All-America. 


A Bowling League Organized. 


NEw YORK, Sept. 27.—The progress made by 
the game of ten pings In the last few years has 
brought about the formation ofa national 
body, which will assume jurisdiction over the 


sportin all parts of the country. Hitherto 
the many bowling clubs have conducted the 
pastime uncer happy-go-lucky rules, which 
were as mixed and varied as the patches on 
any roof in Shanty Town. The athietic clubs 
had one set of rules, the amateur league an- 
other, and so on throughout the list. The 
consequence was that one set of clubs were 
playing on alleys the pins of which were 
placed 12 inches apart, while anotherset were 
more favored by having the pins only 1l 
inches apart, and some even as close together 
as 10% inches. This and many other 
points led to many disputes when strange 
teams came together, and there was no tri- 
bunal which might be appealed to to settle 
the differences. 

Early in the spring the subject of a national 
Organization was broached, and several of 
the enthusiastic leaders have been at work all 
summer perfecting their plans, and on Sept. 
15the American Bowling League was organ- 
ized under circumstances of the most en- 
couraging nature. Clubs at Boston, Yonkers, 
Jersey City, Mont Clair, Brooklyn, New York 
and neighboring cities sent delegates, and 
many letters from Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton showed the lively interest taken inthe 
movement. 

The rules as adopted by the American Bowl- 
ing League are herewith presented for the 
first time just as adopted: 

l. These rules shall be Known as the rules 
of the American stowling League. 

2. The game to be played shall be the Amer- 
ican ten-frame game. 

3. A regulation alley shall not be less than 41 
inches and sball not exceed 42 inches in width. 

4. The spots on the alley shall be 12 inches 
apart from center to center. 

5. A regulation pin must be used in match 
games. ach pin shall bel5 inches in height 
and 2% inches in diameter at the bottom. It 
must be 15 inches in circumference at the 
body, or thickest part (442 inches from the 
bottom), 5 inches in circumference at the 
neck (10 inches from the bottom) and 7% 
inches in circumference at the thickest part 
of the head (134% inches from the bottom), 

6. No balls shall be used exceeding 27 inches 
in circumference, 

7. In the playing of match games there 
shall be a iine drawn upon the alleys and 
gutters, the center point of which shall ve 
60 feet from thecenterof the head or front 
pin spot, measuring to the outside of the line,

THE PAST WEEK IN ALL THF PRINCIPAL 
MARKETS OF THIS COUNTRY. 


Wheat Hanging en the Ragged Edge—Corn 

Shews Strength—Se De Oats—The Situ- 
ation in Flour—Special Market Letters 
From Chicago and New York—Latest 
Chat From the Exchanges and From the 
Street. 


y “ Once more the bulls in wheat have been disap- 
Pointed, for the buom that they looked for never 


A came. Early in the week thev had hopes—indeed, 


some of the *‘suplime confidence’’ party were confi- 
dent the market .was preparing another 
g00d upward buige, bat after selling up to $1,021 
for Dec. and $1.07% for May the market flattened 
right out, and since then has sagged heavily, with 
small and unimportant fluctuations. The lowest 
prices seen were 99%c for Dec. and $1.05 for May, 
and on yesterday’s *‘curb’’ the former could not be 
sold at over 99%c, and May was offered at $).05%. 
These rates were 1144@15ec below the preceding Sat. 
urday’s close. One great hindrance toa bull movement 
has been and stiliisthe slack speculation. Outside 
orders are only remarkable fer their scarcity and 
locai professionals do not care about plunging. It 
begins to look as though the ‘*scalpers’’ would have 
to prey upon one another fora whiiein the game. as 
the outside lambs, like the fellow who fell out 
of the balloon, are ‘‘not in it.’’ Such hesitating, 
duli and uncertain markets as we have been having 
for some time past, however, usually precede a vio- 
lentchange, either one way or the other, and it 
would not be surprising to see a decided change up 
or down in price ere long. There are more traders 
bearishly inclined in the home market just now than 
have been noticeable foralong time past, but they 
are cantioue te the verge of timidity, and 
appear to be particularly afraid of the ‘*Art Club’’ 
and its followers, fearful that they will work one of 


their quick rallies on them and run the shorts fn. 
But neither Krank Ryan, Fred Puff or John Thyson 
appear to be greatly interested in the market at pres- 
ent amd have been doing very little openly 
at any rate. lt is believed there are 
@ g00d many traders loaded up with long wheat, and 
some of them are growing tired. A sharp, quick 
break would bring outa good deal of this loog stuff. 
Theincreasing movement to spring wheat in the 
Northwest is adepressing influence, and the in- 
difference still displased by Europe and the 
smail exports from Atlantic ports are verv dis- 
couraging tothe high price-party. European markets 
exhibit more duliness tnan anything else and late 
chan es in prices have been downward. 
Foreigners are now handling their home-grown 
products and have 24.000,000 bua headed for their 
shore from this and other countries, so that for the 
present they § are proctically independent 
of America. No export sales of consequence have 
been made at the seaboard lately and the past week’s 
clearances from Atlantic ports were the «maliest of 
the season. Receipts of spring wheat at Minneapo- 
liisand Duluth have been larrer than during this 
time last year, which doesnot bear out the short 
cro stories sent out by that section. The 
bulls claim that this spring wheat movement will 
shut off as sharp and quick as did the winter wheat 
receipts, and that then the bnil eampaign will be in- 
augurated to stay. There has been no improvement 
whatever to the winter wheat movement since it 
dropped off from its early large dimensions, 
Lhe receipts of winter wheat are, indeed, pitifully 
simalland country advices do not indicate any in- 
crease in the near future. Bears believe that a good 
decline in prices will start another run of wheat to 
market, but this is only their belief. Local receirts 
for week were 232,895 bu against ; 
the week before and 515,452 
corresponding week last year. These small arrivals 
did not 9: the cash market any, as it was slow.and 
sluggish all the week, witha gradual easing off in 
price. City millers’ wants were limited, as their 
mills were running half capacity, and outside orders 
were not nearso plentiful as when the meee was 
strong and advancing. Yesterday saw the lowest 
figures, whea No. 2 red sold at 96%c and No. 3 red at 
$4c,and these were 2l4e@3c velow the preceding 
Saturday.

Sentiment has been running the corn market of 
late andthe bull side has been very popular with 
nearly everybody.

Exporters were entirely 
barred out and did not turn awheel. About the 
highest prices of the week were yesterday, when 
ete was paidfor No. 2 and 47¢g@iSc for No. 2 
white.

Two years ago the city of 
Baltimore had sed through the State Legislature 
such a Dill. placing the fine at $1,000 and six months’ 
imprisonment (similarto the laws passed by Illinois 
and Missouri), ferfalling to send to the snippers the 
net proceeds within five days after sale of goods.

Such a de- 
cline is quite as much as the most sanguine 
bear hoped fot when prices were at their best, 
yet there has been freer short selling under a dollar 
than there was above. In fact, there is decidedly 
too much company on the short side now for safety. 
The short interest is heavier in the Chicago market 
at the present moment than it has been since wheat 
started on the back track. Yetthe situation is pre- 
cisely what it was when the market was bulled so 
ferociously a few weeks ago.

MASS convention of 
independent voters of 
the Seventh Cengreés- 
sional District is called 
to. meet at Bowling 
Green, on the 4th of 
October, to nominate a 
candidate for Congress 
in opposition to R. H. 
Norton, on the Farm- 

ers’ and Labor Union platform. The call in 
Audrain County is signed by twenty-one 
Democrats and ten Republicans. The conven- 
tion promises to be largely attended. 

The Republicans of the Third Congressional 
District held a convention at Excelsior 
Springs and selected W. 8. Gibson, a lawyer 
of Worth County, for Congress, to run against 
Dockery. -Ahira Manriog declined all nomi- 
nations and indorsements, and will vote the 
Democratic ticket this year. He was formerly 


a Democrat. 

Josiah Bradford isthe Republican nominee 
for the State Senate in the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict. When Democrats had no voice or vote 
in the selection he was Sheriff of Texas Coun- 
ty. He is a farmer and a member of the Farm- 
ers’ and Labor Union. This district is Demo- 
cratic. 

The Jasper County nominees for the Legis- 

lature are Jacob Frick and H. OC. Frazier. 
Mre. Annie E. Baxter of Carthage, a widow, 
is the nominee for County Clerk. 
; Jobn A. Tuttle of Vineland is the Demo- 
cratic nominee for the State Senate in the 
Twenty-fifth District. Mr. Tuttle isa farmer 
and at the head of the Farmers’ and Labor 
Union in Jefferson County. 

Ava E. Page was nominated by the Union 
Labor Convention of the Sixteenth Senatorial 
District at Harrisonville. He is well known 
throughout the district and will make an 4ag- 
gressive and vigorous canvass. When the 
Votes are counted Maj. Bradley, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, will lead him about 2,000. 

In the Second District the only names men- 
tioned for State Senator on the Republican 
ticket are Daniel Ransom and David Bonham, 
the former a livery man of 8t. Joseph, andthe 
latter of Andrew County. Mr. Bonham is a 
thorough Republican, and in perfect harmony 
with his party in everything.

O’ Reilly, found to be Ineligible In not being 
technically atax-payer. He is a bachelor and 
the property of the family is held by his 
parents though used incommon. To remove 
all doubt and to relieve the party from em- 
barrassment Mr. O’Reilly declined and will 
give his successor an enthusiastic support. 

E. J. Malone is the Republican nominee for 
the Legislature in the Democratic’ county of 
Scott. In Bates, Henry and Cass Counties 
the candidates of the Union Labor party for 
the Legislature are Thomas J. Hendrickson, 
P. A. Gutridge and Brice McCoy.

SUCCESSFUL SURGERY, 


Two Delicate Abdominal Operations Per- 
formed in New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 27.—The success- 
ful performance of the operation known in 
surgery as laparotomy and the final recovery 
of the patient issomething remarkable, but 
two operations of this kind have been per- 
formed at the Charity Hospital within the 
past few months, and while oneof the pa- 
tients is entirely well, the other will probably 


be sble to return to his home in a week. 

The operation is an exceedingly delicate 
one and requires great skill. It consists in 
the opening of the abdominal cavity suff- 
ciently to take out the contents. The injured 
intestines are then repaired with surgeons’ 
thread, the cavity washed out and the wound 
sewed up with similar thread. The first oper- 
ation of this nature that attracted attention 
recently was performed t!ast April a year ago 
by Dr. Jeff. D. Bloom, the present assistant 
house surgeon at the hospital. The patient 
was a colored man named Shack Wright, who 
was shotin the abdomen by another negro in 
Algiers. His intestines were found to have 
been perforated in nine different places and 
his recovery was deemed impossible. The 
surgeon performed the operation with akill 
and the man recovered and is now working on 
the levee. 

The second case was still more remarkable. 
On the llth of this month, at the barber shop, 
No. 284 Tchapitoulas street, a young man 
named Frederick Hahn, aged 22 years, was 
examining arevyolver, when the weapon was 
accidentally discharged, the buliet lodging in 
bis abdomen and perforating the intestines in 
nineteen different places. House Surgeon A. 
B. Miles and his assistant, Dr. Bloom, per- 
formed the operation some days ago, and 
Hahn has been rapidly improving since then, 
and will be readyto leave the hospital in 
about a week.

NEWPORT REVISITED AFTER THE LAPSE 
OF TWENTY ODD YEaRe. 


Changes for the Better and the Worse— 
The Palaee—Villas of Summer Visitors— 
What Geelet, Vanderbilt, and Dadscash 
Are Doipg—The Old Beach and Its As- 
seciations—A Salt Water Yarn,

AMES BRYCE ofthe 
J ‘*American Common- 
% wealth’’ seems to be 
“<-> deeply impressed by 
- —_ whathe saw at New- 
* port. In two chap- 
ters, a hundred and 
fifty pages apart, he 
utilizes his observa- 

tions in the way of illustrations thus: 

‘Ata seaside resort like Newport, where 
one sees the finished luxury of the villas and 
counts the well-appointed equipages, with 
their superb horses, which turn out in the af- 
ternoon, one gets some impression of the vast 
and growing wealth of the Eastern cities. 

‘‘No spot in Europe conveys an equal im- 
pression of the lust of the eyes and the pride 
of }ife, of boundless wealth and a boundless 
desire for enjoyment as. does the Ocean Drive 
at Newport on an afternoon in August.’’ 

Considering that Bryce has been everywhere 
and seen everything 

FROM ANDES TO ARARAT, 
and is a Scotch-Englishman besides, this last 
paragraph is decidedly significant. Nor is it 
an exaggeration. Ihave seen Rotten Row in 
the height of the London season, the Champs 
Elysee and the Bois in the height of the Paris 
season, and the grounds of the Villa Borghese 
In Rome on Sunday afternoon In Carnival 
week, but neither of these comparés with the 
display on the Ocean Drive at Newport on a 
bright midsummer afternoon, be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock, when 
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water apd on a higher elevation. The f da- 
tions and Cellars of the new house bave a 
blasted out of the solid granite with dynamite 
at an enormous expense, and by the time the 
superstructure, furniture, stables, etc., are 
added, Villa No. 2 will swallaw up at least 
$1,000,000—probably twice that sum. Dads- 
cash also owns One large steam yacht, and a 
schooner and a sloop yacht besides (used on 
an average iess than thrée months in the 

ear) while of carriages and horses 
he has enough to start a liv- 
ery establishment on a liberal scale.

Mostofthe changes noticeable in Newport 
are decidediy for the better, but there is one 
which—to me at least—is not for the better; 
rather the reverse. I mean what is known as 


THE OLD BEACH. 

Twenty odd years ago it had lost much of 
its original privacy and seclusion, but enough 
remained to indicate what it must have been 
in those days when Newport was only 
one among many poor and obscure New En- 
gland villages. Now itis perhaps the most 
frequented spot inthetown during the sea- 
son. Street cars runto itand all sorts of ve- 
hicles, public and private, contribute to swell 
the crowds who flock hither to bathe 
or to see the bathers. A huge coliec- 
tion of batbing-houses, with offices, re- 
freshment stands and other conveniences, 
is planted inthe very middle of the crescent- 
shaped stretch ofsand, effectually spolling 
it for everything except bathing purposes. I 
took one look, where once I wentoften and 
lingered long, and turned away disap- 
Brews and disgusted, never to look again. 
‘his now desecrated beach is forever asso- 
ciated withthe name of him whom Bunsen 
called ‘‘the Grand Christian Saint and Man of 
God—nay, also, a prophet of the Christian 
consciousness regarding the future.’’ Ina 
sermon preached in Newport July 27, 1836, 
William Ellery Channing said: 

‘‘In this towh I pursued for a time my 
studies of theology. 1 had no professor or 
teacher to guide me, but I had two nobie 
places of study. One was yonder beautiful 
edifice, now so frequented and so useful as a 
public library, then so deserted that I spent 
day after day, and sometimes week after 
week, amidst its dusty volumes, with 
out interruption from a single visitor, 


The other place was yonder beach, the roar 


the daily dress parade of wealth and 
fashion is at its climax. It is the ‘‘Vanity 
Fair’’ of Bunyan and of Thackeray in such a 
blaze of glory as neither the saint nor the 
novelist ever imagined. No wonder our good 
friend Brycerubbed his eyes, polished his 
eye-giasses, and looked long and weillata 
social show such as can not be matched on 
earth. 

‘*History repeats itself,’’ if we may believe 
the proverb; and society, which in its various 
phases is the most important subject history 
deals with, must now and then repeat itself 
as well.

Not, of conrse, morally—for modern society 
in either hemisphere basa long way yet to 
sink before it reaches the depth of moral de- 
pravity depicted for usin the pages of Sue- 
tonius; but in what Bryce, quuting St. John, 
rightly calis ‘‘the lust of the eyes and the 
pride of life.*’ When Bails, now 
only a heap of ashes and rubbish, was 
literally a pile of palaces, the favorite 
resort of Rome’s imperial court, and when 
that now lonely road which circles the most 
beautiful bay in the world was crowded with 
the we of Roman aristocracy, 
then think thé finest Italian water- 
ing place of the first century 
must have strongly resembled (allowing 
for the differences in architecture, costumes, 
and customs) the finest American watering 


place of the nineteenth. This thought came

of which has often mingled with the worship 
ofthis place; my daily resort—dear to me in 
the sunshine, still more attractive in the 
storm. Sdéidom do I visit it now without 
thinking of the work which there, in the sight 
ofthat beanty, in the sound of those waves, 
was carried on in my soul. No spot on 
earth has helped to form me so much as 
that beach. There I lifted up my voice in 
rig > amidst the tempest. Tnere, softened 
y beauty, I poured out my thanksgiving 
and contrite confessions. There, in rey- 
erential sympathy with the mighty power 
around me, I became conscious of power 
within. There struggling thoughts and emo- 
tions broke forth, as if moved to utterance by 
nature’s eloquence ofthe winds and waves.

Will curious 
tourists from New Zealand or Nova Scotia 
wander among a wilderness of ruins on 
Bellevue avenue and the Cliff, and try to 
identifv the palace-viilas of Vanderbilt and 
Goelet, as curious tourists from America now 
try to eee | the palace-villias of Cesar, 
Tiberius and Nero? Verily that which hath 
been betore shall be hereafter, and ‘‘vanity of 
vanities, all is vanity, saith the preacher. ’’ 

Between my iast visit and its immediate 
prede@essor, more than twenty years had 
passed, and in this rapid age and country 
twenty years work a great many changes in a 
great many things. So I found Newport 
changed. The number of ‘‘cottages'’—as the 
residences of the summer visitors, no matter 
how large and costly they may be,are called— 
has greatly increased, while the quality of 
them has more than kept pace with the quan- 
tity, Places which then were ina state of 
nature arenow occupied by the choicest spec- 
imens of architectural art, in a setting of 
trees, flowers, shrubbery and lawn which has 
taxed to the utmost the art of the landscape 
gardener. A certain villa which, twenty-odd 
years ago, was considered one of the finest, 
and which has peculiar claims upon me be- 
cuuse cof memories both happy and sad— 
would not now be deemed good enouch for a 

orter’s lodge to a villa of the first class. 
‘be Osear Goelet villa will cost, when coim- 
pleted and furnished, 1 should think not 
less than #500 , 000, exclusive of the 
ground, while Wiliam kK. Vander- 
bilt ie building near by @ white marble palace, 
which, itis estitiated, Will require an outlay 
ot $8,000,000, Twenty-odd years ago the 
Barada villa headed the list at $120,000; now 
nobody stops to look st the once matchless 
product of a fortune made in Peruvian guano. 
Chere seems to be a race between the New- 
port nabobs of to-day to see whocan spend 
the most money; and 

MILLIONS UPON MILLIONS 
are staked upon this race. When we remem- 
ber that these palatial mansions are only oc- 
cupied by their owners three, or at most four, 
months in the year, republican America cer- 
tainly vies with imperial Rome in reckless 
extrayagance, and in some points the 
former can beat the latter in it 
own specialty, or, at any rate 
rivaiit. For instance: There is the superb 
villa of agentieman who may, with perfect 
propriety, be called Mr. Dadscash; for the 
money he spends was made by his rather, and 
not by himeelf.

Dom Pedro, then Emperor of Brazil, was in 


this country he visited Newport and was 
received by Mayor Coggesball, After the 
usual greetings were exchanged, the 
Emperor said: ‘*Sir, the place I most 
desire to se0e in your city is 
the birth place of that sainted maa, Dr. 
Channing. If he had done nothing else to 
deserve the grateful admiration of every 
Catholic Christian, what be has written about 
Fenelon would entitle him to such admira- 
tion.’’ And the Mayor told me that when the 
jilustrous visitor entered the room he somuch 
wished to sce, he removed his military cap 
and made a profound and reverential bow, as 
it it were a sacred spot to him. 

The historic house stands in the older part 
of the town, at quite a distance from the fash- 
lonaDle quarter. It is a wooden structure, as 
all dwellings were a hundred years uyo; a 
two-storied double house, with the front door 
opening directly upon the narrow street.

The room in which Channing first 
saw the light is the second-story front, to the 
rightofthe mainentrance. It is reached by 
one of those old-time, square-landing stair- 
cases, with heavy hand-rail and carved baius- 
ters, which belong to the colonial and revoi u- 
tionary period, and are Very 8el- 
dom seen nowadays—except 
shape of base imitations. The 
apartment is spacious and comfortable, weli 
lighted by small windows, with the low 
ceilings then universa! and now coming into 
fashion again, and the open fireplace Of the 
same date, and which is also now encerpe ss 

e process of fashionable revival. The hinges 
ofthe doors areas old as the doors them- 
selves, and were evidently manufactured by 
the village biacksmith, while the wood work, 
including stout beams at the corners, does 
credit to the skill and momeery of 
the village carpenter; for it is apparently able 
to resist the wear and tear of another century.

But Newport, 
very properly, guards the venerabie corn 
grinder with as much jealous care as if it 
were as old as the Parthenon and had Phidias 
for ita architect. have been 
in and out of Newport harbor many times, 
but the last time I am not likely to forget 
while Ican remember anything. Let me spin 
A SHORT SALT-WATER YARN 
by way of conclusion: 

One August morning, twenty odd yéars ago, 
Ifound myself, with a company of agréeable 
gentlemen, on board the Idier, a schoeoner- 
rigged, center- board yacht of about one hun- 
dred and thirty-five tons. I think of the old

She afterwards 
won the annual ciub race and as a séa 
boat had no superior; had beén tested ina 
gale off Hatteras, and could, if properly 
equipped and navigated, have crossed the 
Atlantic in mid-winter as safely as a Cunard 
steamer. Nota few yachtse—and other sailing 
vessels, too, for that matter—in spite of the 
utmost care in construction and management, 
do not handle 6usily; that is, they are slow in 
answering the helm, and

noying aod sometimes very dangerous fault, 
the Idler did not have, elseI should not be 
in condition to write this article.

We had left New London for Newport atan 
early bourin the morningin company with 
the rest of the squadron, on the annual cruise 
oftheN.

famous composers. The ballads of thirty 

or forty years ago were different from those 

of thé present time. They were more simple. 

Senesionalism had not then as full com- 

mani. Such songs as ‘‘Beautifal Isle of the 

Bea,’’ and ‘Must We Then Meet as 

Strangerse?’’ were of a better style than those 

written to-day. The music of the former was 

written by J. R. Thomas and the words by 

George Coopér, and the song was as well 

known In this country and Europe asany of 

the later productions have been. During the 

civil war the names of Thomas and Cooper 

were as closely associated in ballad music as 

those of Gilbert & Suilivan have since been in 

light opera.. Cooper continues to write his 

pretty and poetic words te the music of later 

composers, but Thomas was some time ago 

bereft of his mental powers, and is slowly 

marching toward the grave through softening 
of the brain. 

Thomas was also the author of'‘The Cottage 
by the Sea,’’ but the song was written at his 
home in Wales before he came to this coun- 
try. It was here, however, that it was first 
produced and where it leaped into popular- 
ity. After Thomas’ mind gave way, 
Harry Tucker look his place and has filled it 
well. He first became known through Coop- 
6r’s song, ‘Sweet Genevieve,’’ which he sét to 
music, and then he fixed his name as 
@ Star in the galaxy of American composers by 


**When this Cruel WarlIs Over.’’ The part- 
nership between Tucker and Cooper contin- 
ued untilthe former’s death. During their 
collaboration, however, a large number of 
popular songs were brought out. 

Churies F. Pratt succeeded Tucker and is 
now setting Cooper’s words to music. One 
of the most popular productions of this com- 
bination is ‘‘See That My Grave is Kept 
Green.’’ They also evolved ‘‘When Jamie 
Came Over the Sea.’’ 

Will 8S. Hayes wrote a number of pleasing 
bDallads that were very popular in his day, 
but they are almost forgotten now. ‘‘Evan- 
geline’’ was among them and had an enor- 
mous circulattan. 

‘*‘See-Saw,’’ which had such a run sixor 
seven years ago, was an English baliad, al- 
though it was generally supposed tobe of 
American parentage. ‘‘Whoa, Emma,’’ is 
another importation from abroad, which was 
at one time alltbe rage. Both of these songs 
were introduced by louy Pastor in New York.

A song whieh has not yet lost its place in 
public favor and which will probably always 
rank among the prettiest of Scotch ballads is 

Annie Laurie,’ A young man named Wal- 
lace wrote this on his death bed and dedicated 
it to a young lady e that name whose cruel 
parents prevented her from marrying him. 
Anole Laurié was born jn 1827, and was about 
17 years old when the incident occurred. Wal- 
lace Was one of hér father’s farm laborers and 
was discharged when it was found that he was 
in love with Annie. He went home and was 
taken illthe night of his arriwal. When she 
heard of his illness Annie Laurie went to his 

bedside and waited on him till he died. 

It was Billy Rice, the famous minstrel, who 
first sang ‘‘Listen to My Tale of Woe,’’ which 
became so popular last year in Francis Wil- 
son’s ‘‘Oolah,’’ It was written by Eugene 
Field of Chicago several years ago and was 
first published in the Chicago News. 

**Down Went McGinty’’ made a hit at Tony 
Paster’s. about a year ago, Where a variety 
performer, in doing his ‘‘turn,’’ sang it. Ite 
Succéss was immediate. The song was evolved 
from the teeming brain ofa young irish Bo- 
hemian named Joe Fiynn. He wrote it in 
April, 1888, but did not think enough of it at 
the time to put iton the market. Of its origin 
Mr. Flynn says: 

‘*if you ever hear€ the story of the Irish- 
Man Who was succéssfully carried in a hod to 
the top of a seven-story building by a 
friend as the resuit of a bet that the feat 
could not be accomplished, and who re- 
marked on paying over the money: ‘Well, 
Pat, you’ve won fairiy; but when yer foot 
sitpped atthe sixth story, be jabbers, I had 
hopes,’ you know what suggested the first 
verse of thé song. If you ever heard the air 
of the old song about the old man who bad a 
wooden leg, and who ‘had no tebacev in his 
old tocaccy-box,’ you can guess where the 
suggestion forthe tune came from.’’ It took 
Mr. Flynn just haif an hour to write the song, 
and so little aid he care for it then that 
he sold itafter awhile for$5. Mr. Nolan, an 
English-born Irishman, is the author of 
**Annie Rooney.’’ It was never coprighted, 
and every music publisher put it on sale. It 
is undoubtedly the sewing movement in the 
chorus which has made it so popular, and it 
would have been worth $100,000 to any one 
publisher who could have bought it out. 

Music publishers have not so great an op- 
portunity to make money as they had afew 
years ago. Singers are now writing their 
Own songs. Within five orsix years a song 
could be bought for little or nothing, but now 
handsome royalties have to be paid. The 
authors will not put their songs on the mar- 
ket without due consideration. Publishers 
have frequentiy purchased for $5 what has 
afterwards brougnt them in thousands 
of dollars. As an lliustration ‘‘Silver 
Threads Among the Goild,’’ 
rs Danks, was bought 
and sold with musical arrangements {for 
$14,000. ‘‘See That My Grave Is Kept Green’’ 
soid for $15, but realized $15,000 to the pub- 
lisher, so that the proverb, ‘‘Sold for a 
song,’’ has a most significant spplication. 

To the making of songs there is no end, 
The simplest may turn out a big hit, so there 
is a good deal of lottery in the work. Harri- 
son Millard made a wonderful success of his 
song @ntitied ‘‘Waiting.’’ He offered it toa 
publisher for $15 and went away disgusted be- 
cause he did notaccept it. He afterward pub- 
lished it himseif and made a smal! fortune out 
of it.

The:Shrewdness of Local Business 
Men in Laying in Big Stocks 


. Zhe Peorer Classes Willi Suffer Most From 
the Increase in Duties—The Inferior 
Kinds of Dry Goods Will Be Higher—Ad- 
vances in Outlery—Carpet Duties—How 
the China and Glagsware Dealers Will 
Be Afiected—The Drag Trade—Over 
$900,000 a Year Saved Small Dealers in 
Tobacce—Infermation Which Will Inter- 
est Everybedy. 


eC, HE.Confereace Commit- 
ine tee’s report on the Me- 
Bo! 4 Kinley bill was adopted 
by the House yesterday 
(je by a vote of 151 to 79, and 
Y Pithe Senate will undoubt- 
daly foliow suit to-mor- 
row. Asaresuilt the bill 
as amended will in ali 
probability be in the 
hands of the President by 
Tuesday or Wednesday at 
latest. Unless something 
unforeseen occurs the 
7 last stage ofthe bill will 
be reached to-merrow 
and the forwarding to 
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ayy President Marrison will 


in this case be very little more than 
a@ matter of form, it being an open se- 
@ret that the Conference Committee has. 
studied his views in the fnatter and that he 
Willappend his signature without delay or 
hesitation. Oct. 6 is the date named in 
the act for the new dutiesto take effect and 
Feb. 1 is the lastdate on which goods de- 
posited in bond on before Wednesday next 
may be withdrawn at the existing rates of 
duty. 

St. Louis is largely interested in the bill, 
@wing to the immense wholesale and mannu- 
facturing business transacted here, and the 
progress ofthe measure has been watched 
with care, sevcral protests having been made 
against exceptionally unjust propositions. 
Exactly how the bill as finaily amended and 
mgreed to will affect the interests of the city 
may be gathered from the interviews with 
prominent manufacturers and wholesale 
fiealers given below. It will be observed that 
there is no prospect of any sudden general 
rise in prices. It had been anticipated that 
Zhe moment the McKinley bill received the 
President’s signature, prices of proteeted 
articles would be raised in proportion to the 
Increased tariff, and the fact that merchants 
have been increasing their stocks rapidly 
has added weight to the  »prediction. 
But in this case the expected will 
mot bappen, and goods will be 
pold aslow asever as iong as the existing 


stocks hold out. S&t. Louis has held its own 
and gained ground as a distributing point by 
seliing the best that can be procured and alsv 
by selling at lowest prices, and its merchants 
io not propose to deviate from the standard 
oftheirown formation. Hence they will sell 
atcurrent prices, although they wilil have to 
Feplenish their stocks in many cases as high 
and even higher than those at which they are 
now selling. in ether words they propose to 
their customers the benefit 
their forethought in tstock- 
ing ahead to avoid unnecessary 
payments in the shape of tariff, and also in 
procuring goods which from Oct. 6 will be 
practically shut out of American markets ai- 
together. No particular branch need be 
specified in the matter. The wholesale dry 
goods housés have perhaps done more than 
any others and they will reap a rich reward, 
Most of these firms are very weaithy ani they 
have been enabled in consequence to accumu- 
late large stecks of imported goods 
which are always in demand. 
In other cities which bave been trying for 
years tocut into St. Louis territory a great 
deal of business is transacted on borrewed 
capital, and hence the impossibility of buying 
ahead in the way our houses have done. The 
result is plain. St. Louis drummers will be 
able to enter territory hitherto closed to them 
and to undersell rivals ail the way from 10 to 
50 per cent, according as tbe ar- 
ticle has been favored or discrimin- 
ated against by Congress. Already St. Louis 
jas control of the Southern and South western 
retail markets and it will now be able to carry 
the war of competition right up to the gates 
of other cities where a hand-to-montbh policy 
in regard to stocks is and has always been a 
necessity. Thus St. Louis will gain a decided 
advantage in an imdirect manner from a 
ymeasure which was framed with the deliber- 
ate intention of making therich men inthe 
East richer, and the peor men in the West 
orer. 

During the tariff discussion and debates the 
administrative customs bill has been largely 
lost sight of, although this comparatively 
unheard-of measure has influenced tradetoa 
great extent. That its framers really expected 
its effect would be what it certainly has been 
fis a matter of extreme doubt, butin some in- 
stances it has increased duties more than the 

- McKinley billcando. One of its prominent 
features was enlarging the scope of existing 
tariff legisiation. Up to its passage duty was 
Gemanded on specified articles without ex- 
acting high tariff on bona fide packages. 
Now packages aré dutiable, and not only 
that, but consul fees are even added to val- 
wes when ad valorem duty is charged In 
pome cases the added duty was equal to an in- 
@erease of 560 per cent, and the Mce- 
Kinley bill schedule will make the 
increase still greater. If importers 
and wholesale merchants in St. Louis had 
overlooked the importance of the issue, the 
trade of the city wouid have been seriously 
injured, but as it is the stability of our lead- 
ing houses, and thecare with which their 
business is transacted, has turned what might 
have beon acurse into at least a temporary 
Diessing. 

INFERIOR DRY GOODS TO GO OUP. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr. 
Barney of the firm of Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney for the purpose of asking his impres- 
sions of the material changes which would be 
waused in their trade. 

**l am not posted in the matter, but you can 
ee one of our representatives who is familiar 
with itand who will teli you bow it will affect 
@ur trade.’’ 

The man referred to talked as follows: <‘‘It 
looks as though the articies used by the poor- 
er class of people were the ones to be prin- 
cipaily affected. The lower class of goods 
are coarser and heavier than the finer grades, 
and when the duty is placed at so much per 
‘pound it raises the cost of the coarser goods 

much greater than the cost of the finer 
Glass Of goods. Velvet and plush are excep- 
‘sione to this rule. The former duty on velvets 
hen Say cente per pound. SKy the new bill it is 
made $1.75 per pound. The principal advance 
is on low grade wooleus and goods with a cot- 
ton mixture. If linens the increase is very 
marked and the plan of making linenin this 
country to offset this high duty 
is impracticable, linens cannot 
be made in this country because 
of the dry climate. The poor man isthe one 
who will suffer most from the advances in the 
duties. A financial panic will probavly be 
caused because of the tightness of money 
which wiilsoon follow. The importers and 
merchants have their money tied up in goods, 
and the people’s trade will fall off on aecount 
of the raise in prices which will be caused.’’ 

Mr. Frankiin, Manager of Barr’s establish- 
ment, said: ‘The increased duty will affect 
the poor man worsethan tbhericher ciass. 
The party in power probably thinks that the 
increased duties will cause the establishment 
of mere facteries here and if flax and 
other raw materials can be 
free it may result in .4b

DRUGS AND CHEMICALS. 

Mr. John 8. Moffitt, President of the Moffitt- 
West Drug Co., has given the tariff question 
very careiul consideration. The business of 
bis house has increased to a remarkabie 
extent this year, and when calied on this 
morning an extra staff of men were found at 
werk trying to get a number of urgént orders 
filled to-day. Asked whether the rush was 
the result of stocking upin anticipation of in- 
creased prices owing to the tariff bill, Mr. 
Moffitt replied: 

‘*No, that is not so. We have opened aoc- 
counts with a great mapy new houses this 
year, and we are supplying firms whose busi- 
ness is growing up with the country. That 
explains the rush. So far from stocking up 
the indications are quite the other way. 
Orders are given for present needs only.’’ 

‘*Is this the case generaliy?’’ 

‘*Yes, I believe so. The number of articles 
especially affected by the tariff bill in the line 
of drugs and chemicals is not large. Quinine 
is the most important so far as duty is con- 
cerned, and that does not seem to be affected 
by the McKinley bill at ali. It enters very 
largely into the drug business, especially in 
the West. At present, you know, there is 
no duty on manufactured quinine, 
though the bark is dutiable. American 
manufacturers tried hard to get quinine 
taken off the free list, but they do not appear 
to have succeeded. Since the duty on manu- 
factured quinine has been taken off the in- 
dustry has almost died outinthis country. 
So farthis year about 2,500,000 ounces have 
been imported, against 2,000,000 ounces for 
the corresponding period of last year, and 
prices have pever ranged so low. There is no 
immediate prospect of a rise in quinine.’’ 

‘*How are other lines affected?’’ 

‘*Coal tar dyes and sulphurous acid will be 
dearer, and higher duties will cause a 10 per 
cent advance in prices in cod liver oil, sugar 
of milk, bay rum and foreign proprietury 
articles. There has not been any marked in- 
crease ip the demand for any of these ip view 
of the impending increase induty. Very few 
articles will, as Ihave said, be increased in 
price, and the changes will be less numerous 
than those caused by the administrative bili. 
This caused the collection of duty on pack- 
ages and boxes, and in some instances 
made prices very high, the advance in 
some tuilette preparations being as much as 
20 percent. Take French Diacking, for in- 
stance. Formerly the tariff was only on the 
blacking, but now it ison the tin boxes and 
the cases as well, and the effect on the price 
of the article is in consequence considerable. 
This is not generally understood, but those 
who handle: the article are not benefited a 
cent by the increase, though I suppose home 
manufacturers will have an increased de- 
mand,’’ 

‘‘Are any of the clauses prohibitory 
effect?’’ 

‘‘I tnink paragraph 73 may beso classed. 
It fixes the duty on medicinal articles, pro- 
prietary or otherwise, in the preparation of 
which alcohol is used, at 50 cents a pound. If 
this clause is construed to the letter it will 
result inthe imposition of aduty of 50 cents 
per pound on preparations which cannot 
stand any suchduty and which will be kept 
outof the market in consequence. I don’t 
think though there has been any attempt to 
stock up, and really the importance ef the 
bill has not been fully recognized in the 
trade. I think we shall benefit greatly by the 
Permanent Customs Commission. This 
is to consist of five disinterested 
persons to be appointed by the 
President. Not morethan three are to be- 
long to any one political party and each is to 
hold office forsix years, subject to removal! 
for inefliciency, neglect of duty, or malfeas- 
ance in office. The salary istobe $/7,000a 
year, sufficient to secure good men, and the 
commission is to give its entire attention to 
the tariff question andcan be relied upon to 
deal with itin amore business-like manner 
than can be expected from bodies like the 
Senate and House.’’

GLASSWARE. 

Mr. Jobn Stephenson, President of Miller 
& Stephenson China & Glass Co. says the ef- 
fect of the changes in the tariff will bea 
stiffening of prices, though he Goes not 
think the effect will be marked in the St. 
Louis market before the close of the year. 
The passage ofthe bill was anticipated and 
his firm has been stocking up in anticipation 
oftne rise all summer, so that now their 
stockSis fully 75 per cent above the average at 
this season of the year. 

‘*Will you advance prices on Tuesday, sup- 

osing that the tariff bill is settied on 

onday?’’ 

‘*‘No. It would have been possible for all 
the dealers inthe Westto mect and arrange 
to raise vrices. Butthat has not been done, 
and we shall go on selling at old prices, not- 
withstanding the fact that we can’t buy at 
those prices at New York, let alone pay 
freight.’’ 

‘*The increase im tariff is very greatin your 
line of goods?’’ 

**Yes, very. In glasstne new tariff will be 
prohibitory, and the representative of the 
largest house in this line in the world, Val St. 
Lambert of Belgium, telis me his firm will 
have to go outof business altogether. In 
common brown earthenware the change is not 
great, butin finer grades and in china there 
will be an increase in price of from 15 to 25 per 
cent as soon as present siocks are exhausted. 
Jobbers in the East have been stocking toan 
extent entirely without precedent, their oper- 
ations being limited only by the amount of 
money they could borrow. Many of them 
nave impoverished themselves to pay duty 
and manufacturers’ charges, as the business 
is entirely cash. and credit is neither given 
nor asked.’’ 

‘*Will the increased duty shut out English 
made goods altogether?’’ 

‘*‘No, Ithink there is no doubt the manu- 
facturers will meet the cut by reducing the 
already very small earniugs of their employes. 
They won’t reduce their selling prices; they 
never dothat. All English manufacturers are 
bound to sell under an agreed scale, and the 
way they meet tarig and competition is to in- 
crease the discounts, which sometimes are as 
high even as 9V The 
present discount is 5, and 
5; that is to say, 55 per cent is deducted 
from the invoiced price, then 5 percent is 
deducted from what remains, and then the 
process is repeated, so that the actual dis- 
countis nowa trifle over 60 per cent. To 
compete under the new tariffit will be 
necessary to make the discounts 75. 5, and 
5, or little over 80 percent. It seems funny, 
but it is right. A New York jobber buys 
goods which are invoiced to him at $1,000, but 
he now only pays about $375 for them ard will 
payliess than $200 when the oew tariff goes into 
effect. The whole thing is a farce because 
the manufacturers’ soale is away higher than 
merchants’ retail prices.’’ 

‘*Do you think this advance necessary?’’ 

‘*Frankly, Ido not, The American factories 
are driving English goods out of the market 
by sheer competition. Take these two sets of 
dinnerware, for instance. One is marked 
$10.65 and the other $7. The dearest is Ameri- 
can made and the cheaper is imperted,and we 
sell three ofthe American to one of the En- 
gliish. Why? Simply because the body of one 
is as good asthe other, while the American 
ware js 80 much bandsomer in decoratien and 
finish that it is really worth twice the other in 
the eyes of nearly every purchaser.’’ 

Mr. Stephenson repeated his opinion that 
prices will be higher next year, butthat in 
St. Louis, at any rate, there will be no change 


this fail. 
WATCHES AND JEWELRY. 

Mr. David ©. Jaccard, Vice-President of the 
Mermod & Jaccard Jewelry Co., when ques- 
tioned as to the tariff bill, said the matter was 
one of nointerest tothe trade. It would not 
effect the pricee of watches, clocks or jewelry 
to the extent of a fraction of a cent. 

COTTON MEN DISCUSS IT. 

Theodore G. Meyer, in speaking of the effect 
of the new tariff bill on the cotton business 
here, said: ‘‘The duties, as I understand 
them, are on the manufactured goods, and do 
not affect us hereto any appreciabio extent, 
The cotton exports,that is the raw article, are 
about one-fifth of the product, and the home 
manufacturers take all the rest, so that the 
tariff makes no appreciabie difference. All 
together, Ido not approve of the tariff bill on 
general principies, but as to the cotton trade 
here, it makes no difference whatever.’’ 

Jerome Hill said: ‘‘I don’t care a straw 
about the tariff on cotton manufactures and 
don’t wanttotalk about it, as it makes no 
difference whatever to me what it is, we get 
the same amount of cotton here and the 
market holdsallrizght. The thing 1 want to 
protect against is the binding twine and jute 
bagging. Here they goand fix up the North- 
western end of the country on the binding 
twine and wake the poor darkey in the South 
pay four prices for the bugging for his 
cotton,.’’ 

THE WOOL TRADERS TALK. 

Thos. Colwell of Senter & Co., wool mer- 
chants, said: ‘‘The tariff bill bas helped the 
wool market here very much. You see, here 
in St. Louis we handle only raw wool, as 
there is not a single woolen mul in S8t. 
Louis. Now that the tariff is prac- 
tically settled and buyers know just where 
they stand and are ready to make their pur- 
chases, the prices have gone up naturaliy, 
as imported wool costs more anda corre- 
sponding raise can be made here. The mar- 
ketfor wool has been better since the bill 

assed the Senate than it has been before 
or a long time. As to the effects of 
the bill on manufactured goeds

i do not kaow mueb, as -thatis out of my 
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time. I am not tn favor of the tariff bill be- 
cause lam a Democrat, but it has certainly 
made a good market for the present. What 
the after effects will be I cannot say and will 
not try to predict. i 

Mr. Taussig of Taussig Bros., wool mer- 
chants, said: ‘‘I hardly like to discuss the 
tariff bill, because I would not benefit myself 
any, asl have business relations with people 
interested both ways. Wool has been good 
here and the prices all we could ask. The 
ones really affected are the manufacturers, 
and they would be able to tell youn whether 
the result is good or bad. If it has had any 
effect here it has been in the direction of help- 
a Se market.’’ 

r. Edward Douzelot, in speaking of the 
wool tariff, said: ‘‘The market has not ex- 
perienced exactly a boom, but has been ve 
much improved by the decision on the tari 
question, because we have something to go 
by and can get something to fix prices by. 

ool has been very free but the producers, 
especially the small ones, are beginning to 
hold their stuff for arise, as they calculate 
that an increased duty on imported stuff will 
cause a big demand for home produce 
and it is for this demand that they intend to 
wait. You see the only woo! handled here is 
raw stuff and none is manufactured. All 
the dealers here in the manufactured articie 
will have to fix their prices to conform with 
those of the manufacturer. There is no 
doubt that the price of all woolen goods will 
gzoup, as itcannot well be otherwise, as the 
home supply of raw material is not equal to 
the demand for home manufacture, and the 
home monufactures¢are not equal to the home 
consumption. As it is now we have no.ex- 
ports of wool of any kiné to amount to any- 
thing, so that an inorease of tariff is an 
increase of cost to the consumers here. 

ANNOYING TAXES REMOVED. 

If the tariff bill, as reported to the Confer- 
ence Committee of the Senate and House, be- 
comes a law, there will be great rejoicing on 
the part of a lot of small shop owners, for the 
bill provides for the of all 
special taxes by laws 
now in foree upon dealers im leaf 
tobacco, dealers in tobacco, manufacturers of 
tobacco, manufacturers of cigars and ped- 
dlers of tobacco. ‘hese taxes have been an 
annoying burden uponsmal! dealérs, and as 
all Federal statutes are rigidly enforced the 
penalties forfailure to pay these special 
taxes within the time allowed by law, have 
peen collected by the Government’s officers 
with unfailing regularity. Persons who failed 
to pay tax or penalty were prosecuted 
criminally and great hardship put upon many 
persons whose only crime was poverty. What 
difference this repeal will cause in the total 
receipts ofthe local Internal Revenue Office 
cannot be definitely stated at present as in 
published reports receipte ofspecial taxes 
from tobacco dealer and manufacturers and 
liquor dealers are massed. The total reduc- 
tion in the revenue ofthe entire department 
in consequence ofthis change will be about 
$1,300,000. 

The farmers who have felt the heavy hand 
of the law because they sold at retail more 
than $100 worth of tobacco, which they had 
raised upon theirown farms, wili also rejoice 
in this repeal, as the phrase, ‘‘retail dealers 
in leaf teobacco,’’ isaimed directly at them. 
They have been forced to pay a special tax 
that was as burdensome on themasthe deal- 
ers’ tax was on simall shopkeepers. 

This repeal was in the bill as it originated in 
the House, Lut the clause was stricken out in 
the Senate. The Conference Committee re- 
srored it to the bill. 

The same rule applies to the following part 
of sect. 29: 

‘*That on and after the ist day of October, 
1890, or within sixty days after the approval 
of this act, the internal taxes on smoking and 
manufactured tobacco shall be 6 cents per 
pound, and on snuff 4 cents per pound. 

This reduction from 8 cents per pound on 
smoking and manufactured tebacco to 6 cents 
will cause a much heavier falileae of in the 
receipts of the local internal revenue office 
than the abolition of the tobacco dealers’ 
special taxes. This, the First Missour! Dis- 
trict, produces more manufactured 
tobuecco than any other district 
in the country. The city of St. Louis 
produces 99 per cent of the district’s product. 
Last year—tbat is, from Aug. 31, 1889, to Sept. 
1, 1890,—there were 48,514,900 pounds of te- 
bacco manufactured and stamped in thie dis- 
trict. The production is constantly increas- 
ing. Each month shows a growth, but if the 
coming months should show nv iscrease 
at all, the net loss to the Gor.- 
ernment on the reduction of 2 cents 
per pound would be $970,298 in twelve months 
after the date mentioned in the section 
quoted. This would be at the rate of ever 
$3,000 per day. 

It is nearly seven years since the rate of tax 
ofj8 cents per pourad on manufactured tobacco 
was established. Prior to that time 
the tax had been 16 cents per pourd, 
The reduction had been anticipated 
and dealers ran for a long time before the 
change was made on exceedingly short stocks 
as they did not want to buy with the heavy 
tax on the tobacco and sell in competition 
with dealers who waited uagtil the tax was re- 
duced amd the price cut in consequence. The 
facteries were crowded with crates of goods 
awaiting stamping and the rush on the office 
et the Collector of Internal Revenue when 
the law went into effect, for stamps, was 
tremendous. 

There has been no waitingin anticipation 
ofthe reduction now tebe made, asit was 
very generally understood that the bill would 
not be passed this session. Nearly all the 
correspondents in Washington sent out dis- 
patches some weeks ago stating that the 
tariff bill was too far in the rear tobe 
reached, and tobacco manafacturers and 
dealers had given over expecting the reduc- 
tion. 

In consequence stamp purchases have been 
madeupto the production of the factories, 
though for the next sixty days itis probable 
that the stamp purchases will be light, and 
the sules from the factories exceedingly light. 

THE SUGAR BOUNTIES SECTION. 

Another feature of the bDiil that will bring 
joy to some farmers in Missouri, many in 
Kansas and the sugar planters of the South is 
the bounties section which is as follows: 

That until July 1, 1905, there shall be paid from 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise oppropria- 
ted under provision of sec. 3,689 of the tevised 
Statutes, tothe producer of sugar tesSing not less 
than 80 deg. by the pvilariscope, from beets, 
sorghum or sugar cane grown within the United 
States. (149) or from maple sap produced within the 
United States. a bounty of 2 cents per pound, under 
sench rules and reguiationsas the Commissioner of 
Internal Kevenue.with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, shall prescribe. 

The producer of said sugar to be entitled to said 
bounty shall have first filed (150) prior to July 1 of 
each year with the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue a notice ofthe place of production, with 
a general description of the machinery and methods 
to be employed by him, withan estimate of the 
amounutof sugar proposed to be produced in the 
(151) current or next ensuing year, (152) includ 
the number of maple trees to be tapped, and an ap- 
plication fora license teso produce to be accom- 
panied bya bondina penalty, and with sureties to 
be approved by the Commissioner of Internal Kev- 
enue, conditioned that he will faithfully observe ail 
rulesand reguiations that shall be prescribed for 
such manufacture and production of sugar. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, upon re- 
ceiving the application and bond hereinbefore pro- 
vided for, shallissue to the applicant a license to 
produce sugar from sorghum, beets or sugar cane 
grown (153) within the United States (154), or from 
maple ~~ produced within the United States at the 
place and with the machineryand by the methods 
described In the application; but said license shall 
not extend beyond one year from the date thereof. 

No bounty shall be paid to any person esagaged in 
refining sugars which have been imported into the 
United States. or produced in the United Ssates 
upon which the bounty herein provided fer has 
already been paid or applied for, nor to any’ person 
unless he shall have first beem licensed as herein 
provided, and only upon sugar produced by such 
person from sorghum, beets, or sugar-cane 
grown (155) within the United States, (156) or 
from maple sap produced within the United 
States. The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall from time to time make all needful rules and 
regulations for the manufacture of susar frem 
sorghum, beets, or sugar cane growa (157) within 
the United states (158) or from maple sap produced 
within the United States, and shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury. exercise su- 
pervision and inspection of the manufacture thereot.

‘* Are the duties excessive?’’ repeated Mr. 
Charles Jordan, manager for and brother of 
A. J. Jordan, the Broadway cutlery dealer. 
‘Well, I should think You 
have come to the 
I am afraid, to 
on the tariff, as we only have our store in St. 
Louis while our factory is in Sheffield, En- 
giand. We are naturally opposed to any 
tariff and would like to see all duties removed 
80 as to let our goods in free and allow us to 
compete. As it is sow we are not 
competing with anyboay. We make and 
handle only first-class goods, and handle 
none of the cneap or intermediate grades. We 
have no knives we try tosell that costus as 
little as $3 per dozen, amd you gee the tariff 
is not increased on knives cost- 
ing over $3 4 aozen. You can 
see it will not affect us much, as $2 added toa 
dozen knives costing $12 to $30adozen is 
hardly noticeable. But the purchaser of 
cheaper grades of knives will feel the ad- 
vance. Take for instance a dozen knives laid 
down in our store for 16 shillings or $#. Under 
the new order of things they willcost us %to 
$6.25 and then we must add our profit and 
make thejpurchaser pay the taxes. 

‘‘] tell you this increase in the tariff rates 
is going to change some things. 1 see the En- 
glish papers talk retaliation, but that cuts no 
figure, as anythingthe English advocate the 
Americans will suggest and do to the con- 
trary. I believe that the increase in the tariff 
rates, however, wiil cause some English man- 
ufacturers to move their factories over to this 
country and some American manufacturers 
will learn what competition js. But,as I said, 
you should go to an American house and get 
a talk on the tariff.’’ 

A Visit was madetothe Simmons Hardware 
Company. Mr. E. C. Simmons who Is as famil- 
jar with the tariff as any member of Congress, 
if not more so, is out of the city, buta gen- 
tlemad representing him consented to give a 
few facts showing why the tariff should be re- 
duced instead of increased. 

‘*'The hardware dealers have fought the Mc- 
Kin ley bill from its inception,’’ he said ‘‘not 
for our own sakes, but for the sake of our 
customers. The manufacturers had the mon- 
ey, however, and we lost the fight. I could 
write you a volume on this subject if 1 had 
time, but having double duty to perferm now, 
cannot spare the time. I have figures here 
which form the groundwork for the argument 
we have made to every member of Congress 
and they speak as forcibly ss a column des- 
ertation. 

‘‘In cutlery the heaviest burden in each 
case is put on the cheapest goods. On pocket 
knives the present duty is 50 per cent ad 
valerum; the proposed duty is 132 per cent. 
On razors the present duty is 50 per cent ad 
valorum; the present duty is 160 
per cent. The duty orn carving 
knives at present is 85 per cent; 
the proposed duty is 99 per cent. Table cutlery 
bore a tax of per cent, butit ie now in- 
creased to 70 percent. Butcher knives were 
taxed 35 per eent, but under the new 
rule they will pay 6 oe cent duty. 
These rates are actually —prohibitory 
and will shut out goods apn patterns 
not made in this country and which cannot 
be made here for years, and furthermore, 
they are purchased largely by the laboring 
classes, Who will bethe sufferers ag a result. 
There is no geod reason for the advance and 
it is evidently made with the direct inten- 
tion of benefiting a comparatively 
small class of manufacturers to the 
disadvantages of the toiling thousands. Such 
restrictions, it is considered, will seriously 
limit and injure our trade; in fact the damage 
is apparent even to the casual observer.’’ 

‘‘Willyou advance your prices in accord- 
ance with the increased duty?’’ 

‘‘Of course we will. Iam at work on the 
scheduie now. The clerks, salesmen, car- 
penters, engineers, machinists, and in fact 
every artisan who uses tools will have to pay 
more for them after the McKinley bill be- 
comes alaw than they do now. There is no 
help for it. Wefought long and hard to de- 
feat the bill for ourown sake and in the in- 
terests of our customers, Dut,as I said before, 
we lost the fight.’’ 

HOW THE FARMER I8 FOOLED. 

William M. Graves, Superintendent of the 
Dozier Cracker Oo., was asked if the increase 
ofthe duty on bariey, wheat and oats would 
affect the prices of his goods after the passage 
of the McKinley bill. 

‘‘Not in tne least,’’ he replied. ‘‘You see 
this country grows more wheat and barley 
than it can use, and wesellthe surplus to 
other countries. Tne politicians in Washing- 
ton have increased the tariff on wheat, flour 
and just to guil the poor 
farmer make him. believe 
he is going to get from 2%to 45 cents per 
bushel on his crops. Of course he wili not 
getit, but heis protected, you know, on his 
crop, but is compelled to pay 25 to 50 per cent 
morefor everything he uses to produce it. 
McKinley can’t affect the products of our fac- 
tory in the least.’’ 

FRUITS AND NUTS. 

Mr. Farrell of the firm of Judy & Co., fruits, 
etc..said: ‘*‘There is a certain amount of 
fruit consumed under any circumstances, no 
matter what the price may be. The price of 
imported fruits is not materially changed by 
the new Dbill.’’ 


WINES WILL BE DEARER. 

Mr. Peter Nicholson delivered an an- 
nounced opinion on the tariff bill: ‘‘It is 
purely a political issue, and is made to kill 
foreign commerce with the United States. I 
am Opposed to it from principle, outside the 
fact that it is a matter of business. It will be 
the death knell of the Republican party. 
Itis an outrage to compel us to pay $l0 ona 
dozen bottles of wine and 8 cents a piece on 
the botties. Itisan outrage on the people 
who pay for what they buy to compe! them to 
pay 334 per cent more than they have been 
doing. It will killthe party and every poor 
mar will vote against the Kepublicans.’’ 


WHAT THE LUMBERMEN THINK. 

The white pine dealers ef the city are almost 
a unit in the opinion that the McKinley bill so 
far as it relates to reduced tariff on white pine 
lumber will have no practical effect on that 
branch of industry in this country. Pine 
lumber isthe only grade mentioned in the 
bill, although im a minor way, some few 
other kinds may come In. 

Col. John H. Douglass, the general man- 
ager and President of the Knapp, Stout & Co. 
Company, the iargest pine lumber firm west 
of the Mississippi River, said: ‘‘The prime 
cause of the introduction of the bill is to en- 
bance the value of pine in Oanada held by 
Michigan and Maine lumber men. If any ap- 
preciable effectis felt, and no doubs it woula 
only be in the far East, it would not be of 
streugth enough to hurt the American in- 
dustry.’’ 

r. G. A. Gruner, Viee-President of the 
Philip Gruner & Bros.’ Lumber Co., said: 
» . **The reduction in the tariff is so small, 50 
cents per thousand, that it will not in my 
opinion disturb the trade in this country. 
There is not enough standing timber in the 
Canadian country effected by the McKiniey 
bill to pour in a vast 
of lumber, and so far as the me 
market is concerned,it will not be felt at ai),’’ 

Mr. Wm.Druhe, President of the Wm.Druhe 
Lumber.Co., said that freedom from duty 
entirely would not have any particular effect 
on the trade anywhere in the couatry, snd 
certainly a reduction of 50 cents per M. would 
not have.

Predicts a Panic. 


CuicaGco, Ill., Sept. 27.—The evidences of 
the conference report on the tariff bill were 
evident in Chicago to-day shortly after the 
dispatches from Washington became known. 


The most significant of these were telegrams 
received by numerous agents from New York 
importing houses ordering them to return 
home atonce. Among those who were or- 
dered back was Daniel McCarthy, who repre- 
sents A. Urmpfeimer & Co., the largest and 
oldest importing house in America. Mr. 
McCarthy, on arriving atthe hotel this even- 
ing, found this pithy telegram awalting him: 

‘‘Owing to changes in the tariff you need 
sell no more goods. Return at once,’’ 

Mr. McOarthy, who is weil posted on inside 
matters regarding the state ef Eastern trade, 
stated thatin a short time there would be 
several large and startling failures in New 
York, and that the effect of the new tariff bill 
would inevitably result in one of the worst 
panics the country has ever known.

A BONANZA. 

The White Cap is gradually turning out a 
bonanza. A visit paid to the underground 
workings of that property by your corre- 
spondent reveals the fact that in nearly every 
place opened on the Imes’ limet ore channel, 
as it runs through the property of the White 
Cap Co., bodies of ore are uncovered. They 
are now shipping about twenty-five tons per 
——- of as fine lead carbonate ogre as was ever 
shipped from any mine in our district and are 
expected to soon be in a position to double 
that amount. Theshaft has now reached a 
point about three hundred and sixty-five feet 
from the surface, thoughit will have to go 
down quite a distance still to get to the plane 
upon which they will drift to connect these 
ore bodies. Meanwhile, as it is close at hana, 
all hoisting isdone through the main incline 
of the Silver Cord property. 

A strike of considerable importance has 
just beer .made in the workings from the 
Jones shaft of the Morning Star. This is 
about 250 feet deep, and there are now about 
seven feet of good lead ore disciosed in these 
workings. All of the ore runs bigh in silver, 
and vanadate in quantities is found mixed 
througb the mass of the ore. 

A strike of importance has just occurred In 
the First National mine. It will be remem- 
bered by the readers of the PosT-DISPATCH 
that these people struck a vein of ore In sink- 
ing the shaft and that they were following it 
down. Now the entire bottom of the shaft is 
ina fine grained galena ore intermixed with 
lead carbDomate that runs very high in silver 
tothe ton. The strike tends to show that 
the chute of ere upon which the Frank people 
are working is much wider than was at 
first supposed. These workings are about 
four hundred feet apart, and the ore found in 
them is identical. About ten feet of this has 
been cut through in sinking and some little 
cutting out has been done on either side of 
the shaft, disclosing ore at all points. Bins 
are now going up for the reception of this 
ore, and negotiations are pending for a heavy 
hoisting plant to go over the shaft. As this 
body has also been found in the limestone, 
and that is wery thick at that point, it is 
more than probable that the First National 
people have a bonanza here. 

One of the latest organizations of our camp 
is the Lucky Ive Mining Co. This company, 
in marked contrast to a number of others, 
has gone to work very quietly, and has se- 
cured avery valuable piece of territory on 
Rock Hill, near the Nisi Priu’s claims,and has 
put a large sbaft- house 80 feet by 25 feet in the 
clear, and placea a heavy 50 horse-power 
doubie cylinder hoisting engine over tne 
shaft, and are new sinking to catch a chute of 
ore which is known to pass through their 
ground from the Nisi Prius Co.’s property. The 
working shaft ofthe Lucky ore is about 200 
feet deep, and it is estimated that a further 
sinking of about 50 feet will put them into 
ore. Asthe shaft ofthe Crown Point of the 
Nisi Prius Co. is about 150 feet deeper than 
_ point even, no water wil: be apt to bother 
them. 

The Iron and Breece Hill tunnel is getting 
on fast. Asa fuli description of this work has 
been given it will suffice to say thatthe work 
ia being driven ahead from two headings, one 
starting from the Imes station of the 
Silver Cord incline, 700 feet under ground, and 
working outwardly, and the otber from Cali- 
fornia gulch going in. The former has ad- 
vanced about two bundred and seventy feet 
and is being cleaned up as it goes in, so that 
when the headings meet the tunnel will be at 
once ready for business. Double track of 
railway iron is being laid, and it will undoubt- 
edly prove of immense advantage to Iron ana 
Breece hill when completed.

Ali water rights, to enable 
the company torun its motors by electricity 
generated by water power, have been secured, 
and every thing is being done to expedite 
the work.

THE MEXICAN MUSICIANS, 


The Fameus Ninth Battalion Band Sent to 
St. Louis by President Diaz. 


All rumors to the contrary notwithstanding 
the celebrated Ninth Battalion Band of the 
reguiar army of Mexico will be In attendance 
at the St. Louls Fair. Yesterday morning 
official notification of this fact was received 
in this city in the shape of a telegram to Mr, 
Cahill, the Mexican Consul at this point. 


The dispatch was from Hon. Ignacio Maris- 
Cal, the Mexican Secretary of State, and gave 
notice that President Diaz had detailed the 
Ninth Battalion Band to reportto the Mexi- 
can Consul at St. Louis. 

From Mr. Cahill it was learned that picxed 
musicianstothe number of 125 would leave 
the City of Mexico on Sunday, Sept. 28, thus 
reaching St. Louis next Friday. They will be 
accompanied a partofthe distance by Zepa- 
dore’s Band, which, it appears, bas n de- 
tailed to play at the international exposition 
soon to be opened at San Antonio, Tex. 

At tbe depotthe visiting musicins will be 
met by Mr. Cahill, the director ofthe Fair 
Grounds Association and a complimentar 
body of citizens in carriages and escorted 
to quarters at the hotels. 

In reference to the statement that the band 
would not be permitted to play in the city on 
account of the Contracts labor law, Mr. UOahli 
exhibited & commupication which had 
been prepared to be forwarded to District 
Attorney Reynolds. The communication de 
nied in the most positive language that the 
band was under any contractto play in St. 
Louis, and closed with: ‘‘The assumption by

BLAINE IS RESPONSIBLE. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE BARRUNDIA AF- 
FAIR RETARDED BY THE SECRETARY. 


Evidence of Minister Mizner’s Criminal Act 
Concealed by the Department of State at 
Washingten—Lawyer Whitney’s Views in 
the Case—Hew the Diplomatic Misfit Se- 
ured His Appoiatment,

gress. Secretary 

Blaine Is expected to

night. Whether he 

will spend Sundayin an examination of the 

documents or not, cannot be said, but if he 

does nottake them up upntil Monday, it is 

hardly possible that they will reach the House 

before Tuesday. The Houseto-day passed a 

resolution setting Tuesday as the day of ad- 

journment, and while it is quite likely that 

the Senate will refuse to agree 

to the resolution, there is every 

prospect of an . adjournment by 

Thursday. It will be seen, therefore, that 

Secretary Blaine has already practically de- 

feated the plan of the House to investigate 

the insult to our flag, and the unwarranted 

action of Minister Mizner. It is not gener- 

ally known that Minister Mizner was never an 

applicant forthe diplomatic post to which 

he was assigned. When appointed he had ne 

eqperience whatever calculated to fit him for 

diplomatic duties, and his attainments did 

not run in the direction of statecraft or 
diplomacy. 

HOW HE GOT THE POST. 

Mizner was an applicant for the federal of- 
fice in the Custom-house at San Francisco, 
and his principal backer was Representative 
McKenna of California. Representative Mor- 
row, who lives in San Francisco, bad a candi- 
date of hisown for the place sought by Miz- 
ner, and succeeded in bowling the latter out. 
President Harrison was then appealed to and 
besought to finda consolation prize forthe 
disappointed man. McKenna joined with 
Mizner’s other backers in arequest that he 
be sent as Minister te Mexico. The President 
declared thatsuch an appointment was out 
of the question, but after considering the 
ease for some time offered the Central Amer- 
ican Mission to Mizner. Gilad toget any of- 
fice Mizner accepted and demonstrated his 
entire unfitness for diplomatic duties in less 
than a month after his arrival in Central 


America. His intemperate speech to the 
President of Costa Rica, advising Central 
America to unite against Mexico, will be re- 
membered and brought upon him a merited 
rebuke fromthe Secretary of State. Mizuer 
certainly has no record either as an experi- 
enced diplomat or a discreet official to justify 
Secretary Biaine in keeping him tonger in 
Central America asthe representative of the 
Unpited States. 
EVIDENCE CONCEALED. 

James A. Whitney, the New York lawyer 
and diplomatic authority, who has spent sev- 
eral days at the State Department and ip the 
committee-room of Congress endeavoring to 
get at the bottom of the facts which have pre- 
vented the publication of the correspondence 
in the Barrandia affair, said to the Post-D1s- 
PATCH correspondent to-night: ‘‘Itisarule 
of law that be who conceals evidence 
shall bave all ascertainable facts viewed 
most strongly against bim. If he is 
biameless why does he conceal? 
This doctrine is based upon common 
seuse and the commen experience of mankind 
from time iminemorial. It applies to our offi- 
cials snd quite as directly and gqnite as 
strongly as to a private individual. The cor- 
respondence cannot have been 80 volumi- 
nous that it could not have been c pied and 
transmitted atonce. The plea that it is with- 
held until the Secretary of State may exam- 
ine itin persou seems to be fabuious. It is 
more than three weeks since the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH charged the responsibility of the affiir 
on the State Department and there seems ta be 
ne reeson to doubt that by this time 
the head of the department is aware 
of what be, in his official capacity, bas been 
doing and what bis subordinate in Central 
America has been doing. We must judge of 
motives by results. Every man is supposed 
to know the aatural consequences of his own 
actions. If the subject itself were notso 
tragic in character it would verge close upora 
the amusing to suppose that after the press of 
the country has been ringing with the matter 
for a month the Secretary of State must have 
furtner time to find out what i has 
occurred within his own special demain. 
The plain result of the delay is, 
atthe least, to bury the correspoudence in 
the confusion of hurried Dusinese during the 
last forty-elvht hours of the session. The 
legical inference is that the pspers when 
made accessibie will fan the rising indigna- 
tion of the public to a fiercer heat,and on this 
inference it is not dificult to explain the de- 
lay. The fact of the business is that the out- 
rage is devoid of the least possibile palliation. 
It cannot be tursed or twisted into any form 
or placed in any light in 
which it does not demonsirate  it- 
self to be wholly without justification. 
The occurrence itself was an outrage upon 
Americana rights and American honor and the 
dilatery and evasive course of the State De- 
partment adds, if that were possibie, a still 
darker shade of d tion to our national 
position in the +» Tama Republican, but 
with a full heart Leche the ery whic ave 
heard so often during the few days:

RESTLESS ABORIGINES. 


Prospect of Trouble With the Indians—They 
Await a Messiah. 


CHIcAGoO, Ill., Sept. 27.—‘‘I have not heard 
ofany danger of an Indian uprising of any 
formidable proportions, but there never has 
been atime when the Indians could do more 
damage than at present should they break 
out,’’ said Adjutant-General Robert Williams 
to-day. 

Gen. Williams’ remark was in reply to the 
question concerning a published interview 


withone ‘‘Capt. Trimbieton’’ at Pitasburz 
in which the latter said that an 
Indian war was imminent. The Captain 
suid the Indians had been spurred 
on by their ‘‘medicine men,’ who were pre- 
dicting the coming of a messiah who would 
drive away the pale faces and 1estore the 
tribes to their heritage. ‘‘With regard to 
Capt. Trembleton, I Know nothiag. There is 
no such officer in the army that I am aware 
of,’’ continued Gen. Williams. ‘‘I have 
beard before of the belief among the Indians 
thata messiah who would destroy the whites 
was to come, Tha propiaganda was first 
preached a year ago or more by a ‘medicine 
man’ of the Shosbones eon the upper end of 
the Big Horn Valley. Hia tribe accepted the 
doctrine. Then it spread northward to the 
Arapahoes on the other end of the Big Horn, and 
finaily reached the Crows and Cheyennes on 
Tongue River. The Sioux also may have taken 
itup. I do not know the origin of the beilef, 
Possibly It is the story ofthe Messiah as told 
by the missionaries, taken up and distorted 
by the Indian intellect. [ think it is being 
spread ameng the Indians a some crafty 
leaders fortheir own ends. hile I knew 
that thie idea of deliverance by a Messiah pre- 
vailed among the Northern tribes, I have not 
heard of its having reached the Indians 
around Fort Sill in the Indian Territory, 
These latter have always been very quiet. 
However, they are not in this department 
row and any trouvie would be reported di- 
rectly to Washington.’’

We must distinguish between two kinds of 
Gueis fought in German universities. One 
kind which is not peduliar to students, nor 
to Gérmians, is 4 Gontest for life ahd death, to 
settie some serious difficulty on some point 
of honor. This is sorimon to all satione on 
the Europeah Continent. Evén in this 


éeountry such duels have not _ quite dis- 
appeared. In Europe they will not disappear 
as long as sodéiety thinks it beneath the 
dignity of & gentleman to bring certain 
offenses into court, or considers a 
honor stained by insults for 
there is nO redress in iaw. 
How powertuil & bold this code of honor has 
upon society is showh by the fact that no 
military officer dan keep his epaulettes, who 
deciinées a duel or who, under certain circum- 
stances, d068 B6t challenge. To take a single 
instance, a man like Ferninand Lassallé, who 
ersonally was greatly opposed to the duel, 
elt himself obliged to submit to the custom 
and died its victim. The duel to the death 
may have originated in a deéesiré for vengence; 
in many cases it Was undoubtedly an invoca- 
tion of a higher power to prove the falseness 
of the charge implied in the insult. 
THE MODERN DUELIST, 
though the baser feeling of revenge may often 
guide his deadly weapon, has another philos- 
ophy. It is not the destruction of bis op- 
onent which be desires; he tries, by expos~ 
ng himself to the danger of being kilied or 
wounded, to prove his conrage, which is the 
first of manly virtues, and thus to clear his 
honor. This ig the reasoning of society, 
which will not accept any one as a gentieman 
who devlines to show his courage in thie way. 
Most duéis are fought for this reason; it 
ie the condemnation of society which is 
feared more than the weapons of the

opponent. In fact the weapons commonly 
chosen, pistols, do not califor much courage. 
The danger is ovéf ih a moment; there is not 
much ehance for a display of skill, and ex- 
perience shows that such duels very seidom 
have a serious ending. Such duels as we read 
ofin novels are few and far hetween, and, 
when they occtr, there is something more 
serious om the boettum of them thant the 
requirements of society—some mortal feud, 
in Which the contestants feel thet 
the earth can not bear doth of 
them alive. Such characters,strong and noble 
in loVé and hate, aré not folind as Often ib life 
9s in novels,and are sich as Will always make 
their own tioral laws. 

We are ali bound to obey the rules of that 
society in whitch we live.

A&é the serious duel appears to many barbar- 
ous, so this, which has deadly conséquenceés 
ouly in case of gross carelessness on tiie part 
of the wounded, or by accident, is considered 
ridiculous. And yet ite defender may find 
something to say in its fayor. There is in 
every youth somethiig inherited from his 
savage ancestors, s.certain amount of rude- 
néss, an overfiowing vigor of his maturing 
physiaue. .This needs to come out some- 
how and it ig entirely restrained only by a 
few. The shiy-acguired feéling of man- 
hood wants to assert itecif, and it often 
enough runs riot. Those German ‘‘Mens- 
men’’ conduct this vigor into well regulated 
channels. While it is thus satisfied it is at the 
same time put under a certain control, which 
in itself is an educational force, As long as 
men have ' 

THEIR PASSIONS COURAGE 

will always be deemed a mianiy virtue; but 
how many have occasion to exercise it, how 
many fail in this quality in the moment of 
need! Not every One has a chanucé to have his 
courage tested, by saving some féllow-Man 
from the danger of drowning, or from a burn- 
ing house. 

This duel.affords such 4 test. In it the con- 
testant shows his mettle, and he comes out of 
it with strengthened self-reliance which often 
in later life distinguishes him favorabiy from 
those who have never gone through such an 
experience. Take men of high standing 
in sciehce and public lifé in Germany; 
you will fitd that a large number 
of such bave taken a very active 
part in this juvenile sport.

BLEACHED PEANUTS. 


A Novel Subject for a Law Suit and What It 
Breughbt Out. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

A novel law suit is in preparation for trial in 
the Wayne UVircult Court and will saap be 
taken up by a jury, which promises to dis- 
close some interesting facts tothe peanut- 
eating public of Detroit. 

It ig not generally understood that there are 
three very distinct varieties of peanuts. Those 
grown in Tennessee are known to the trade 


as Tennessee nuts, or ‘‘gubers’’ to the 
natives ofthat State. Gubers are the most 
productive and at the same time the least pal- 
atable and most indigestible variety on the 
market. Their distinguishing feature is 
their shape, one shell frequently con- 
taining half adozen meats, each meat occu- 
pying am apartment by iteelf. Tennessee 
peanuts are usually full of grit, unsound, im- 
perfect, and are principally sold at fairs, in 
circus tents and onjlarge occasions when it 
becomes necessary to either eat them or go 
without. :; 

Asecond variety is known as North Caro- 
lina nuts. In this state eanuts become 
ground-nuts and considerabie attention is 
paid to their culture. The North Carolina 
product commands the highest price on the 
market, but is Very rarely offered for sale in 
the North. The nuts are very small, the 
shell is exceedingly thin and usually con- 
tains but two plump meats, about the size of 
white beans. There is less profit in the North 
Carolina peanut than in the other two varie- 
ties for the reason that a smaller measure 
must be given. They weigh heavy on account 
of their thin shell and besides are not so pro- 
ductive. 

The peanut of all peanuts and the one 
almost universally favored by dealers bears 
the name of the State of Virginia. When this 
variety is properly harvested itis the most 
handsome in appearance of any other variety, 
the shell being nearly pure waite. This is the 
brand which is supplied to the Detroit: public 
almost exclusively. .

tions of the weather when the Vi ‘pea- 
nuts are harvested. They grow in @iis like 
potatoes and a wet spell of weather a t the 
time they shoulda be gathered will discolor the 
shells. Although the meat is not injured by 
the discoloration of the shell, dealers fin 
that the lighter the peanut is the more readily 
it will sell. Every year there are iarge quan- 
tities of these peanuts onthe market which 
haveto be disposed of but ata reduction in 
price on gocount of their ‘‘off color.’’ 

Finally one jobber hit upon the expedient of 
correcting the harmless imperfection by sub- 
mitting colored peanuts to a process by which 
they were rendered as white as the whitest 
Al variety. The suit in the Wayne Circuit 
Court involves this bieaching process. The 
plaintiff in the suit is Hazlit& Co. of Detroit, 
and the defenda#t is Marks & Co. of Peters- 
burg. Va. Haziils & Co. complain that the de- 
fendant ene to order 705 sacks of fancy, 
hand-picked peanuts, in November, 1888, 
which yey to be first-class in every re- 
spect. But, it ie alleged, after a sampie of 
them was roasted it was found that they 
emitted such a bad odor as to be worthiess to 
them. The bad odor was claimed to have re- 
suited from ehioride of lime which had been 
used in the bleaching process. Marks & Co. 
claim that the plaintiffs were mistaken about 
the consignment of peanuts and have filed a 
number of depositions of Eastern peanut deal- 
ers who claim that they bave used bleached 
peanuts and found a ready sale for them.

RLEACHED PEANUTS. 


A Novel Subject for a Law Suit and What It 
Breughbt Out. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

A novel law suit is in preparation for trial in 
the Wayne VUircuit Court and will sanp be 
taken up by a jury, which promises to dis- 
close some interesting facts tothe peanut- 
eating public of Detroit. 

It ig not generally understood that there are 
three very distinct varieties of peanuts. Those 
grown in Tennessee are known to the trade 


as Tennessee nuts, or ‘‘gubers’’ to the 
natives ofthat State. Gubers are the most 
productive and at the same time the least pal- 
atable and most indigestible variety on the 
market. Their distinguishing feature is 
their shape, one shell frequently con- 
taining half adozen meats, each meat occu- 
pying am apartment by itself. Tennessee 
peanuts are usually full of grit, unsound, im- 
perfect, and are principally sold at fairs, in 
circus tents and onjlarge occasions when it 
becomes necessary to elther eat them or go 
without. 

Asecond variety is known as North Caro- 
lina nuts. In this state eanuts become 
ground-nuts and considerable attention is 
paid to their culture. The North Carolina 
product commands the highest price on the 
market, but is very rarely offered for sale in 
the North. The nuts are very small, the 
shell is exceedingly thin and usually con- 
tains but two plump meats, about the size of 
white beans. There is less profit in the North 
Carolina peanut than in the other two varie- 
ties for the reason that a smaller measure 
must be given. They weigh heavy on account 
of their thin shell and besides are not so pro- 
ductive. 

The peanut of all peanuts and the one 
almost universally favored by dealers bears 
the name of the State of Virginia. When this 
variety is properly harvested itis the most 
handsome in appearance of any other variety, 
the shell being nearly pure white. This is the 
brand which is supplied to the Detrolg public 
almost exclusively. . 

Very much depeads upon favorable eondi- 
tions of the weather when the Vi apea- 
nutsare harvested. They grow in is like 
potatoes and a wet spellof weather a t the 
time they shoulda be gathered will discolor the 
shells. Although the meat is not injured by 
the discoloration of the shell, dealers find 
that the lighter the peanut is the more readily 
it will sell. Every year there are iarge quan- 
tities of these peanuts onthe market which 
haveto be disposed of but ata reduction in 
price on account of their ‘‘off color.’’ 

Finally one jobber hit upon the expedient of 
correcting the harmless imperfection by sub- 
mitting colored peanuts to a process by which 
they were rendered as white as the whitest 
Al variety. The suit in the Wayne Circuit 
Court involves this bieaching process. The 
plaintiff in the suit is Hazlit&Co. of Detroit, 
and the defendant is Marks & Co. of Peters- 
burg. Va. Hazlitt & Co. complain that the de- 
fendant shipped to order 705 sacks of fancy, 
hand-picked peanuts, in November, 1888, 
which cog to be first-class in every re 
spect. But, it is alleged, after a sampie of 
them was roasted it was found that they 
emitted such a bad odor as to be worthiess to 
them. The bad odor was claimed to have re- 
suited from enhioride of lime which had been 
used in the bleaching process. Marks & Co. 
claim that the plaintiffa were mistaken about 
the consignment of peanuts and have filed a 
number of depositions of Eastern peanut deal- 
ers who claim that they have used bleached 
peanuts and found a ready sale for them.

SIGNALING BETWEEN TRAINS. 


Twe Electrical Inventious ef Merit Recently 
Made in France, 


From the New York Times. 

For sevéral years past a thorough series of 
teste have been in progress on the various 
railway linea in France with a view of getting 
an efficient system of electrical signaling ap- 
paratus for announcing the passing of railway 
traine at distant points. Much ingenuity and 
knowledge have been displayed, but out of 
fifty plans submitted and tested only two in- 
ventors have succeeded in establishing their 
Claims. The two systems that came nearest 
te winning the prize have some objections to 
be overcome, but the judges decided on a 


distribution of the money offered as a prize as} 


a recognition of the value attached to the in- 
vention. 

The more successful of the two is the inven- 
tion of M. Clemandot, which seems to afford a 
better | ag gfe of safety than its closest 
rival. he important advantages of this sys- 
tem lie in the fact that it dispenses with any 
movable accessories in establishing the cir- 
cuit and is based upon the electric resistances 
of two tines of rail, according as they are 
united by the wheels and springs of the train, 
orthey arefree. At the signaling point a 
battery and 6lectro-magnet are placed at the 
sides of the line; at the receiving station a re- 
lay is established by means of another battery 
and magnet, and an alarmin is established in 
derivation. Two wiresform the connection 
between the two stations. Under ordinary 
conditions a continuous current traverses the 
whole extént of the circuit. When a train is 
passing thé armatures of the electro-magnets 
are displaced, and the normal current is re- 
piaced by two local ourrents, one of which, at 
the signaling station, is closed by the springs 
of the train, while the other ai the receivin 
station trayerses the alarm in derivation an 
sets it going. 

The other system was invented by M. Baille- 
bache, and consists of an insulated counter 
rail placed at the point from which the train 
h movement starts the signal, and In connect- 
ing this rail by a wire to the station at which

Atfirst the noble 
scoundrels had the advantage and wounded 
several of their pursuers, but at length the 
sturdy townsmen got the upper band, the 
robbers broke and fied, all thé goods were re- 
covered and four of the gang were taken who 
were beheaded on the spot. 

But Robert de Rideware escaped unharmed 
and determined to get eyen with the rascally 
common folk who disputed hisright to rob 
like a gentieman. ‘He met his relative, Wal- 
ter de Rideware, lord. of Hamstall Rideware, 
with some of his following, ‘and thus rein- 
forced pursued and overtook the Dailitf. This 
time the gentiemanly highwaymen were vic- 
torious and recovered the much disputed 
**spicery and mercery.’’ 

Now the untappy owners of the aforesaid 
‘‘spicery and mercery’’ were ina pitiable 
plight. As théy were going to Stafford, the 
chieftown of the county, to obtain justice, 
they were met at the gates of that city by some 
of the Rideware retainers ‘‘who barred their 
passage and attacked them so warmiy tbat 
they hardly escaped without grievous hurt.’’ 
They were forced to return to Lichfield, 
watched by'their enemies and leda misera- 
bie existence. *‘And, sire, the aforesaid 
William and Richard, and many people of the 
town of Lichfieid, all menaced by the said 
robbers and thelr maintainers, 80 
that they dare not go out ofthe sald town at 
all.’’ Unfortunately we knew nothing of the 
final outcome of this affair; but enough re- 
mains in other documents to show that in the 
fourteenth century the merchant’s lot was not 
a happy one. 

In thosé good old times most people trav- 
eled on horseback. Armored knights and 
dashing squires, demure nuns and lively 
‘*wives’’ picked their way over the wretched 
roads on horses stout enough to drag the 
heaviest drays, for a horse had to be stout 
indeed to traverse the rocky or muddy paths 
yclept roads and bear on their backs some- 
times a thousand pounds of man and armor. 

Riding 
sideways was only introduced in the four- 
teenth century and then was — by very 
few persons, mostiy nuns on pilgrimages or 
ladies who wished to be ultra fasnionable.

Bag- 
gage was transported in carte—rough, home- 
made contrivances, itto bear the unavoid- 
able jolting—which were hired from the peas- 
ants at the rate of about twopence a day.

Coficérning é¢afriages, the ushers are ust- 
ally conveyed tothe church, tWo in each 
carriage, while a like number of carriages are 
gent for the bridémaids, one for the bride and 
her tiaid of honor and onefor the parénts of 
the bride. The tshérs havine arrived at tte 
church at least a half hour before the time "7 
pointed for the Gerémony, proceéd at once ih 
their duty of seatin ag the guests.
